The First Military Company Chartered in the Western Hemisphere 


As the settlements which followed the landing at Plymouth increased 
and spread there was no organized military force for protection. Thus, the 
subject of adequate military protection soon became a matter of serious 
consideration. Many of the settlers had been members in England of the 


Honourable Artillery Company of London (organized and chartered in 
1537) and it was natural that the military training they had received in 
that Company should lead them to form a similar organization in the new 
county. 

The Governor granted a Charter in March, 1638 and on the first 
Monday in June thereafter an election of Officers was held on Boston 
Common. The Common, then being an open field leading down to the 
Charles River, was the most convenient location. The Ballots were cast on 
the head ofa drum, which was placed in front of the Company. Since that 
time, the Company has maintained the tradition of holding its annual 
elections on Boston Common on the first Monday in June and casting the 
votes on the Drum Head. 

The First Captain Commanding of the Company was Robert Keayne 
whose home was on the corner of State Street. Upon his death he 
bequeathed in his will to the Town of Boston the land at the head of State 
Street for a Town House. The land on which the Old State House now 
stands is Lt. Col. Keayne’s bequest. 

In its Armory, the Company maintains a Military Museum and Library 
which is without equal in the United States. The Armory is open to the 
public daily and thousands of visitors from every part of the country, and 
many from abroad, register each year in the Armory’s guest book. 

The Company was loyal to the Colonies during the Revolutionary War 
and through their existence in the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company they served on every battlefield, from Bunker Hill and 
Bennington through Valley Forge to Yorktown, where the banner of 
Massachusetts was displayed. 

This is the Company that Washington knew, that Franklin saw march 
the streets of Boston, that John Adams and John Quincy Adams visited. This 
is the Company that has counted on its roster four members who received 
our nation’s highest military honor — the Medal of Honor — and has had 
four of its members serve in the world’s most important office, President of 
the United States: Presidents James Monroe, Chester Alan Arthur, Calvin 
Coolidge and John F. Kennedy. This is the same Company which has always 


stood for, and shall always stand for, the best in citizenship and public 
service.

ANCIENT AND HONORABLE ARTILLERY COMPANY 


Good Morning, Ladies and Gentlemen. 
My name is Paul E. Morrill. 


It is my great privilege to serve as the 297th Captain Commanding 
of the oldest chartered military company in the western hemisphere, the 
Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. The large 
group of uniformed men you see before you right now are the current 
members of this great company. ; ; 

The very first leader of the Ancients, Captain Robert Keayne, lived 
on this particular spot in 1635 after he emigrated to Boston from his 
former home in London, England. Upon his death, the wealthy Captain 
Keayne donated all this land to the City of Boston along with sufficient 
cash to build our first public town hall. That was when Boston was just ; 
another part of the British colonial empire. As we know now, the colonial 
arrangement changed dramatically some one hundred and cig CER 
later with the American Revolution and our War of Independence. 

At the time of the Revolution, our nation’s forefathers assembled 
in Philadelphia as the Second Continental Congress on May 10th of 
1775, the same date as the American capture of Fort Ticonderoga. I hat 
Congress was presided over by John Hancock, and included such giants 
as: Thomas Jefferson, the author of the Declaration of chit cian 
Samuel Adams, the father of the Revolution; his cousin John Adams; 
Benjamin Franklin, and many others.

ontine; after the Battle ; : 
in April Bea tees the Battle of Bunker Hill in June of the 
same year. It was the Second Continental Congress that selected 
Ceotge Washington to be the commander in chief of the newly formed 

Ontinental ;

orces of the famed British Army. Shortly before the Baitlé oO Sew ‘ I 
Hill, the three British Generals in Boston: Howe, Clinton anc ms i 
helda secret council of war in the room right behind this balc ony. It was 
from this balcony that news of the ascension to the throne of England 6 
King George the Third was proclaimed in 1761. In the room behind us, 
Massachusetts’ first governor, John Hancock, was inaugurated on October 
25th, 1780; and again from this balcony itself, Her Britannic M ajesty, 
Queen Elizabeth the Second, most graciously greeted us during her 
bicentennial visit to America in 1976. ae 

More to the point, it was from this balcony, on July 18th, 1776, thata 
member of the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, 
Colonel Thomas Crafts, first proclaimed to all the inhabitants of 
Boston that our national leaders have issued to the King of England, a 


context, the Second 
of Lexington and Concord 
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Declaration of Independence, which he then read. 

It was with great effort thata copy of that document was brought to 
Boston a mere fortnight after its promulgation in Philadelphia. First, an 
express horseback rider had to wait for it to be printed, 

Then the rider immediately galloped away from Philadelphia on 
Saturday, July 6th. He arrived in New York the following Tuesday, July 9th. 
He reached Hartford on Thursday the 11th and Worcester on Sunday the 
14th. He reached Boston on the 15th and Exeter, New Hampshire on 
the 16th. 


It took less than 72 hours to get Boston's political leaders, church 


hierarchy, and revolutionary networks of minutemen to assemble all the 
town’s men, women and children to be right here at 1:00 pm on Thursday, 
the 18th of July, 1776. 

And when they heard what had been said and done, the town went 
wild with delight. That evening, the wooden lion on the left-hand corner 
of the roof above this balcony and the wooden unicorn on the other side, 
both of which being symbols of the British government, were torn down 
by revolutionaries and were added to a bonfire that blazed in the street 
below. Into that bonfire was being thrown every tangible thing that could 
be found that referred to Britain or British authority. 

Since then, the Captain Commanding and the proud members of 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, along 
with many thousands of patriots such as yourselves, have met here every 
year on the Fourth of July to joyously commemorate the founding of the 
United States of America. 


Ladies and Gentlemen, the Declaration of Independence: 
In CONGRESS, July 4, 1776 


The unanimous Declaration of the thirteen United States of America, 


When in the Course of human events, it becomes necessary for one 
people to dissolve the political bands which have connected them with 
another, and to assume among the powers of the earth, the separate and 
equal station to which the Laws of Nature and of Nature’s God entitle 
them, a decent respect to the opinions of mankind requires that they 
should declare the causes which impel them to the separation. 

We hold these truths to be self-evident, that all men are created equal, 
that they are endowed by their Creator with certain unalienable Rights, 
that among these are Life, Liberty and the pursuit of Happiness. That 
to secure these rights, Governments are instituted among Men, deriving 
their just powers from the consent of the governed. 

That whenever any Form of Government becomes destructive of these 
ends, it is the Right of the People to alter or to abolish it, and to institute 
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new Government, laying its foundation on such principles and organizing 
its powers in such form, as to them shall seem most likely to effect their 
Safety and Happiness. Prudence, indeed, will dictate that Governments 
long established should not be changed for light and transient causes; and 
accordingly all experience hath shewn, that mankind are more disposed 
to suffer, while evils are sufferable, than to right themselves by abolishing 
the forms to which they are accustomed. But when a long train of abuses 
and usurpations, pursuing invariably the same Object, evinces a design to 
reduce them under absolute Despotism, it is their right, it is their duty, to 
throw off such Government, and to provide new Guards for their future 
security. Such has been the patient sufferance of these ¢ ‘olonic 3 and such 
is now the necessity which constrains them to alter their former Systems 

of Government. The history of the present King of Great Britain isa 

history of repeated injuries and usurpations, all having in direct object the 
establishment of an absolute Tyranny over these States. To prove this, let 
Facts be submitted to a candid world. 

He has refused his Assent to Laws, the most wholesome and necessary 
for the public good. 

He has forbidden his Governors to pass Laws of immeciate and 
Pressing importance, unless suspended in their operation till his Assent 
should be obtained; and when so suspended, he has utterly neglected to 
attend to them. : ; 

He has refused to pass other Laws for the accommodation ot large 
districts of people, unless those people would relinquish the right of 
Representation in the Legislature, a righ 
formidable to tyrants only. ; _ 

He has called together legislative bodies at places unusual, 
Uncomfortable, and distant from the depository of their public Records, 
for the sole purpose of fatiguing them into compliance with his measures. 

He has dissolved Representative Houses repeatedly, for opposing with 
Manly firmness his invasions on the rights of the people. 

He has refused for a long time, after such dissolutions, to cause others 
to be elected; whereby the Legislative powers, incapable of Annihilation, 
have returned to the People at large for their exercise; the State 
remaining in the mean time exposed to all the dangers of invasion from 
without, and convulsions within. ; ; 

He has endeavoured to prevent the population of these States: for 
that purpose obstructing the Laws for Naturalization of Foreigne 
refusing to pass others to encourage their migrations hither, and raising 
the conditions of new Appropriations of Lands. ; 

He has obstructed the Administration of Justice, by refusing his Assent 
to Laws for establishing Judiciary powers. ; ; 

He has made Judges dependent on his Will alone, for the tenure of 


t inestimable to them and 
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their offices, and the amount and payment of their salaries. 
He has erected a multitude of New Offices, and sent hither swarms of 
Officers to haras 


our people, and eat out their substance. 

He has kept among us, in times of peace, Standing Armies without the 
consent of our legislatures. 

He has affected to render the Military independent of and superior to 
the Civil power. 

He has combined with others to subject us to a jurisdiction foreign 
to our constitution and unacknowledged by our laws; giving his Assent to 
their Acts of pretended Legislation: 

For Quartering large bodies of armed troops among us: 

For protecting them, by a mock Trial, from punishment for any 
Murders which they should commit on the Inhabitants of these States: 

For cutting off our Trade with all parts of the world: 

For imposing Taxes on us without our Consent: For depriving us, in 
many cases, of the benefits of Trial by Jury: 

For transporting us beyond Seas to be tried for pretended offences: 

For abolishing the free System of English Laws in a neighbouring 


Province establishing therein an Arbitrary government, and enlarging its 
Boundaries so as to render it at once an example and fit instrument for 
introducing the same absolute rule into these Colonies: 

For taking away our Charters, akolishing our most valuable Laws, and 
altering fundamentally the Forms of our Governments: 

For suspending our own Legislatures, and declaring themselves 
invested with power to legislate for us in all cases whatsoever. 

He has abdicated Government here, by declaring us out of his 
Protection and waging War against us. He has plundered our seas, ravaged 
our Coasts, burnt our towns, and destroyed the lives of our people. 

He is at this time transporting large Armies of foreign Mercenaries 
to complete the works of death, desolation and tyranny, already begun 
with circumstances of Cruelty and perfidy scarcely paralleled in the most 
barbarous ages, and totally unworthy the Head of a civilized nation. 

He has constrained our fellow Citizens taken Captive on the high Seas 
to bear Arms against their Country, to become the executioners of their 
friends and Brethren, or to fall themselve 


by their Hands. 

He has excited domestic insurrections amongst us, and has 
endeavoured to bring on the inhabitants of our frontiers, the merciless 
Indian Savages, whose known rule of warfare, is an undistinguished 
destruction of all ages, sexes and conditions. 

In every stage of these Oppressions We have Petitioned for Redress in 
the most humble terms: Our repeated Petitions have been answered only 
by repeated injury. A Prince whose character is thus marked by every act 
which may define a Tyrant, is unfit to be the ruler of a free people. 
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Nor have We been wanting in attentions to our British brethren. We & is J Re . 
have warned them from time to time of attempts by their legislature to 
extend an unwarrantable jurisdiction over us. We have reminded them a 9 
of the circumstances of our emigration and settlement here. We have | 
appealed to their native justice and magnanimity, and we have conjured 
them by the ties of our common kindred to disavow these usurpations, 
which, would inevitably interrupt our connections and correspondence. 
They too have been deaf to the voice of justice and of consanguinity. 
We must, therefore, acquiesce in the necessity, which denounces our 
Separation, and hold them, as we hold the rest of mankind, Enemies in 
War, in Peace Friends. 
We, therefore, the Representatives of the United States of America, 
in General Congress, Assembled, appealing to the Supreme Judge of the 
world for the rectitude of our intentions, do, in the Name, anc by the 
Authority of the good People of these Colonies, solemnly publish and 
declare, That these United Colonies are, and of Right ought to be Free 
and Independent States; that they are Absolved from all Allegiance to the 
British Crown, and that all political connection between bebe com _ 
State of Gre: itain, i ought to be totally dissolved; and that as Free 
and i enaeneoa ‘ie Som full Power to levy War, conclude Peace, 
contract Alliances, establish Commerce, and to do all other Acts and 
Things which Independent States may of right do. And for the support 
of this Declaration, with a firm reliance on the protection of divine 
Providence, we mutually pledge to each other our Lives, our Fortunes and 
Our sacred Honor.

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History of Norwich University 


Few American institutions of higher learning as old as Norwich 
University sull closely adhere to the educational principles of its founders, 
Norwich is one of the exceptions and in a very substantial sense the 
institution today is the lengthened shadow of its founder, Captain Alden 
Partridge. The educational philosophy of Alden Partridge continues 
to guide Norwich University on its 175th anniversary and serves as a 
touchstone by which the university can be measured and appraised. 

Captain Alden Partridge (1785-1854) probably did more than any 
other individual to promote military education in civilian institutions 
in the United States prior to the Civil War. Partridge originated a novel 
system of education which combined civilian and military studie 
to produc 


sin order 
enlightened and useful citizen-soldiers. Like John Milton, 
Alden Partridge saw the ideal education as a liberal one which prepares 
youth for the responsibilities of peace and war. The fundamental promise 
of Partridge’s thinking was that education must prepare youth “to 
discharge, in the best possible manner, the duties they owe to themselves, 
to their fellow-men, and to their country.” 


For more than four decades the remarkably energetic Partridge 
labored relentlessly to promote what he called the “American System 
of Education.” He first attempted to introduce his ideas at the United 
States Military Academy, but the frustration he met there prompted him 
to establish the American Literary, Scientific and Military Academy at 
Norwich, Vermont, in 1819. The Vermont institution served as a model 
for almost a score of private military academies and colleges founded by 
Partridge, or his students, at scattered locations throughout the United 
States before his death in 1854. 

In organizing his plan of education Partridge was guided in part 
by the U.S. Constitution. The defense of the nation is vested in the 
great mass of citizens who form “an impregnable bunker around the 
Constitution and liberties of the country.” The militia had to be trained 
in at least the elements of military science and tactics. “Hence arises the 
necessity — of an extended system of military education and of a general 
diffusion of military knowledge.” Partridge was emphatic in pointing 
out that he was not recommending a system of education for youth that 
was “purely military.” The military was to be only an “appendage” to civil 
education. 


Among the deficiencies Partridge saw in traditional “liberal 
education” was that it was too restrictive and not liberal enough. The 
standard curriculum was not sufficiently practical and was not designed to 
prepare youth for the duties of an American citizen. The existing system 
of education was deficient because it did not give adequate attention to 
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such matters as the operations of government or to the important sources 
of national wealth — “agriculture, commerce, and manufacturers.” 

Alden Partridge’s American System of Education linked military 
science and training with a “civil” curriculum so broad and innovative that 
it won national attention at the time it was implemented. It was a bold 
and radical response to the educational requirements of a democratic 
republic. Partridge sought to transform the traditional curriculum: by 
making it more practical, scientific, and truly liberal. I ie expanded the 
classical curriculum to include modern languages and history 
political economy and engineering. Indeed, Partridge’s institution was the 
first in the United States to offer instruction in civil engineering. Partridge 
also played a pioneering role in physical education and was one ot the frat 
educators to offer instruction in agriculture, Fle was also in the vanguard 
of academicians who adopted field training as a regular arial wooOrlaat 
extension of theory learned in the classroom. J he guiding pulley 
behind Partridge’s curricular innovation contributed ge to the 
concepts advanced in the College Land Grant Act of 1862, Sniinted to 
congress by Vermont Senator Justin Morrill, as well as to the legislation 
that created the Reserve Officers Training Corps in 1916. 

Alden Partridge can be credited as one of the ene cin goa to

Events in the recent history of Norwich University illustrate how the 
Srowth and evolution of the institution have remained consistent with 
the educational principles of Alden Partridge. The merger with Vermont 
College in 1972 enabled Norwich to expand its academic base, extend

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its offering to women, and add a non-military lifestyle. Vermont College 
was founded in 1834 as Newbury Seminary and is notable as one of the 
first American institutions to offer higher education to women. Indeed, 
Alden Partridge was a strong advocate of female education and attempted 
at about the same time to establish a female division for his school at 
Norwich, Vermont. For over a century after the two schools relocated 
to central Vermont, Norwich University and Vermont College were 
neighbors. Merger of the two institutions was discussed for several decades 
before it came about, in part because of a shared mission of leadership 
and service. In 1974, two years after the merger with Vermont College, 
women were first admitted into the Norwich Universit adets. 
Also consonant with Alden Partridge’s thinking was the acquisition 
of four adult-centered programs from Goddard College in 1981. Alden 
Partridge recognized the need for a curricular flexibility that would 
provide students with elective opportunities and allow them to pursue 
an educational program at their own pace, a pedagogical attitude that 
explains why students ranging from adolescents to veterans of the War 
of 1812 could be found at his institution in the 1820's. The programs 
acquired from Goddard College thirteen years ago broadened the 
curriculum and enriched the educational environment by enabling 
Norwich to open its offering to nontraditional learners, introduce new 
residency patterns, diversify culturally and geographically, and significantly 
increase the enrollment of minority students. These programs share the 
University’s focus on experiential education. 


Partridge’s philosophy continues to give direction to the Norwich 
curriculum with its special emphasis on preparing students to become 
useful and active citizens. In many academic programs, experiential 
learning is given a prominent role in order to encourage students to make 
connections between classroom theory and the surrounding world. The 
creation, in 1987, of the nation’s first Peace Corps Preparatory Program, 
the expansion of internship programs, and the encouragement of 
volunteer community servic

“nt an extension of those aspects 
of the University mission that relate to experiential learning and social 
service. 


‘Today, Norwich University still closely adheres to the purposes and 
precepts laid out by its founder Alden Partridge in 1819. The system of 
education articulated by Partridge was so broad, sensible, flexible, and 
visionary that it continues to have extraordinary currency.

He, himself,

remained there to teach and ultimately, to run the Academy. After his 
retirement from West Point, it was his vision that our country needed 
a formal institution, possibly many formal institutions, dedicated both 


to the military training and the simultaneous college and post-graduate 
education of the largest portion of America’s defense forces, the citizen- 
soldiers. And hence, Norwich University was born in 1819. And through it 
came the birth of the ROTC. 

By 1819 we Ancients had been performing a much more modest 
version of that same role, the organized training of citizen-soldiers, for 
almost two hundred years. While Captain Partridge deserves great credit 
for having the foresight of adding an advanced and formal academic 
education into the mix, the Ancients began with a more focused objective: 
Our main purpose from the moment of our creation in 1638. a scant 
18 years after the Mayflower’s pilgrims landed, was to educate and train 
the officers and non-comunissioned officers of the Mz 


achusetts Bay 
Colony’s militia. By definition, these local militias were made up entirely 
of citizen-soldiers. 

The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts 
gladly discharged this important duty from the time of the Pequot Indian 
War of 1638 until one of my predecessors, Captain Benjamin Lincoln, 
formally accepted Cornwallis’ sword of surrender at Yorktown, at the close 
of the American Revolution, 

Among our numbers have been four presidents of the United 
States: James Monroe, Chester Alan Arthur, Calvin Coolidge, and John F. 
Kennedy 

Over the years 


since the Civil War we have enjoyed the companionship 
of no fewer than eight recipients of the Congressional Medal of Honor 
among our ranks 


Two of those great Americans are presently members 
of our Company and I can 


ure you that they are very happy to be 
celebrating another Veteran’s Day. 

We are the largest single contributor to the New England branch of 
the USO. We maintain one of the nation’s foremost military museums and 
library at our armory on the top floor of Faneuil Hall in Boston. There 
are many additional good works for which this Company is responsible 
but Lam hopeful that these brief comments have given you a meaningful 
introductory insight into the depth of our commitment to the well-being 
of citizen-soldiery. 


We Ancients are all very grateful for our longstanding familiarity with 
this proud university and we hope and expect that this mutually respectful 
relauonship will endure forever. 
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We also fully realize and greatly admire that when we are at Norwich, 
we are standing on the hallowed ground of: 

* the first private military school in the nation 

* the first private institution in the country to teach engineering 

¢ the birthplace of the ROTC 

¢ the home of the first collegiate band 


* an academic institution so competent that it has recently produced a 


Rhodes scholar 


and many other firsts of which the entire military and academic world 


are well-aware. 

We are also mindful of Norwich’s pre-eminent contributions to the 
study of military and civil engineering. We respectfully encourage the 
Norwich community to reflect upon the long and happy relationship 
between engineers and artillerists. Gen. George Washington s chief 
engineer, Col. Richard Gridley, the father of the U.S. Corps of Engineers, 
was a Bostonian. Col. Gridley first gained prominence when he designed 
the rebel breastworks, or combat trenches, at the Battle of Bunker Hill. 

The present Charles River Dam, in Boston, is named after him. 

And we are gratified to know that even the vaunted U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers was first called the Corps-of Artillerists and Engineers when it 
Was established by Congress in 1794. , ; 

So you see the many parallels in our historic development. We 
hope that the goodwill and deep mutual respect that the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts has long enjoyed with the 
venerable Norwich University community will continue indefinitely into 
the future.

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Reverend clergy, distinguished military leaders, 
fellow Ancients and honored guests: 


Welcome to Boston’s fabled Faneuil Hall and to the hallowed military 
museum and armory of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
of Massachusetts, the oldest chartered military institution of the western 
hemisphere. My name is Capt Paul E. Morrill and on behalf of all the 
Ancients, past and present, we are thrilled to celebrate with all of vou our 
121st formal observance of what has come to be cherished as President's 
Day. 

Today’s luncheon is a combination of two related observance.s We are, 
of course, joining in the recognition of the national holiday honoring all 
of our country’s presidents, most especially Presidents George Washington 
and Abraham Lincoln, whose birthdays both fall in the month of 
February. Just for your general information, since 1971 Congress has 
declared this holiday to be observed on the third Monday of February, 
whatever that changing date may be. 

In 1732, when George Washington was born, England was still using 
the older Julian calendar promulgated by Julius Caesar. According to 
that calendar, George Washington was born on February 11, 1732 and 
that was the date that his family celebrated as young George's birthday 
when he was growing up. It is only since 1752, when England adopted the 
Gregorian calendar that we all still use today, that Washington's birthday 
Was changed and declared to be on February 22nd. 

Shortly after the American Revolution, many of Washington's 
Supporters and friends began formally celebrating his birthday on 
February 29nd. The first time the nation officially observed Washington's 
Birthday was in 1796, the last full year of his presidency. 

: February has also long been the month when President Abraham 
Incoln’s birthday has been observed, although, at first, President 
Mcoln’s Popularity was not as universal as George Jashington’s. 

President Lincoln was born on February 12th, 1809, long after the 
; calendar was old hat. So there’s never been any confusion about 
Lincoln’s birthday. 

While many states have long observed Lincoln’s birthday, that has not 
been the case with all the states, so there was a certain degree of confusion 
and non-conformity throughout the nation. Lincoln's birthday, February 
12th, has never been formally declared by Congress as a national holiday. 

5 In 1968 Congress decided to end the confusion and at the same 
time to insure that federal workers had a three-day weekend in February. 
Therefore, Congress decreed that as of 1971 a holiday celebrating all of 


America’s presidents would hereafter be observed on the third Monday of 
February.

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Since the third Monday of February always falls between the 15th 
and the 21st, it never falls on Lincoln’s Birthday or on either of George 
Washington’s birthdays, no particular president is included or excluded, 
and all the federal workers still get a guaranteed three-day weekend off. 

So maybe there is such a thing as Congressional wisdom, after all. 


Today we are also commemorating the exciting and happy day of 
Saturday, February 2Ist, 1885 when the Washington Monument was 
dedicated. 

On that day, the President of the United States was Chester Alan 
Arthur, who had been President James Garfield's vice-president at the 
time of Garfeld’s assassination in the first year of his term. Chester Alan 
Arthur assumed the presidency and had a successful term of three years 
during which the national railroad and telegraph systems reached their 
full bloom and the Washington Monument was completed and dedicated. 

President Arthur requested that the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company be present at the dedication ceremony and that the Ancients 
escort him to the monument as presidential honor guard. Of course, this 
was done. Later that day the President hosted the Ancients at a reception 
at the White House. From that day to this, we have always formally 
celebrated President Arthur's sagacity and wisdom in choosing to be 


associated with this fine company. 

That President Arthur would have such wisdom should come as no 
surprise. He came from Vermont, where only the wisest are born. There 
have only been two United States presidents who were natives of Vermont: 
Chester Alan Arthur and “Silent Cal” Coolidge. Both of them, Admiral 
Schneider, were members of this company. So also was the President best 
remembered for negotiating the Louisiana Purchase and establishing 
the Monroe Doctrine, James Monroe, and the Massachusetts son who 
enforced the Monroe Doctrine in an intrepid and perilous showdown with 
the “Evil Empire”, our beloved John F. Kennedy. All have been members 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. 

We, as a company and as a nation, strive every day to make them as 
proud of us as we are of them and all of their colleagues.

The judge Advocate’s meeting was called to order at 6:30 at the 
Fifty-Seven Restaurant in Boston. There were sixty seven members and 
guests in attendance. Captain Commanding Paul Morrill was introduced, 
by the Judge Advocate Col. Henry H. Silverman. Captain Morrill gave 
greetings and extended his appreciation to the Judge Advocate for his 
work during the year. 

Col. Silverman then introduced the guest of the evening Attorney 
Victor J. Garo, an attorney with an active practice from Medford, 
Massachusetts. Atty. Garo told how he met Joseph Salvati in 1977, and ¢ 
agreed to take his case regarding a possible commutation. Mr. Savati had 
been convicted in 1968 in a high profile murder case, and was serving a 
life sentence. During his representation of Mr. Salvati, Mr. Garo became 
convinced that he was indeed wrongfully convicted, and proceeded to 
prove his client’s innocence. That process culminated in a dismissal of all 
charges against Mr. Salvati on January 30, 2001. 

Mr. Salvati and his co-defendants ultimately beat the government 
winning a landmark $101.7 million judgement on behalf of four 
Defendants wrongfully convicted. ; , ; . 

Attorney Garo’s talk was followed by an active and interesting question 
and answer period. The meeting was adjourned at 10AM. 
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TEN OF US CLUB 
“The Playground of the Ancients” 


The TEN OF US CLUB can be found only within the Ancient and 
Honor- able Artillery Company of Massachusetts. 

Written records of the club prior to 1914 have been lost; however, it is 
believed the Club got its beginnings as follows: 

In the later part of the Nineteenth Century, the Ancients received 


word to expect a visit from members of the Honourable Artillery Company 


of London. The Company was not in good shape financially and there was 
concern among the members about entertaining the visiting delegation. 
As always, a group of Ancients rose to the occasion. 

Ten men got together in June of 1892, to establish an entertainment 
fund to entertain members of the HAC. At that time it was not clear when 
the HAC could make the trip, but when the HAC did arrive, the club did 
an outstanding job in promoting comaraderie and good fellowship by 
entertaining the HAC members. The men remained close and enjoyed 
each others companionship at the various military and social events of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company through the years. 

In order to ensure that their fund would be used for the purpose 
intended, and to ensure that funds generated would be available for future 
use and for the purpose intended, it was decided to form a corporation. 

On February 22, 1896 the ten members of the HAC entered into an 
agreement of association for the formation of a corporation to he known 
as The Ten of Us Club. The purpose for which said corporation was 
constituted was set forth as “for the establishment and maintenance ofa 
group to provide social meetings amongst it’s members!” Most if not all 
members came from the AHAC. 

The parties to the foregoing agreement of association were duly 
notified of the first meeting to be held on Thursday, April 4, 1896. 

William M. Olin secretary of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
issued the charter to the Ten of Us Club on May 5, 1896, charter number 
6747 in charter hook 120. Since that time it can never be said that the 
Ten of Us Club has failed in it’s purpose to “promote social amusement 
among it’s members” (The charter was dissolved on March 28, 1941, by 
the Supreme Judicial Court for Suffolk Courts).

These men held the Club together to perform their original intention 
which in 1903 was the year the Honourable Artillery Company finally 
made their trip to Boston. The TEN OF US CLUB had built up a fund of 
Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000) by then. They used it for entertaining 
the HAC and A&HAC at the Prince of Wales Suite in the Revere House in 
Boston, From Friday October 2 thru Tuesday October 6, 1903. The suite

was opened 24hours a day. It was filled with food and drink of all kinds. At 
least one member of the Club was on hand at all times to greet the visitors 
and to maintain a fresh supply of victuals. This was well received by both 
organizations and it made the TEN OF US CLUB famous in England and 
a permanent fixture within the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. 

The records of the Club consist mostly of minutes of meetings from 
May 4, 1915, to the present. They reveal that the members only wanted 
to he a social and fun-loving club and nothing more. In January, 1916, a 
set of by-laws were published. Of interest in these by-laws is the limit of 

100 members in the Club. It called for an annual meeting on the second 
Thursday in January and a business meeting during the final week in 
August. The meetings always included dinner and entertainment. The cost 
of both events was included in the annual dues of Six Dollars ($6.00). The 
Annual Meeting/ Banquet always required formal attire. 

The Club evolved into a pattern of adding a Spring Get-together 
and Fall Smoker to its calendar. The spring event was usually a dinner 
followed by entertainment, some of which was professional and some 
supplied by the various talented members of the Club. ‘The fall party 
included Vaudeville and Burlesque Acts as well as Amateur Boxing and 
Pro Wrestling. 

A second set of by-laws was printed in January 1925. These new by-laws 
lifted the restriction on the number of members and did away with the 
requirement to hold a business meeting in August. Through the years 
there have been some vague attempts to review and/or revise the by-laws. 
The officers have always found that the Club was functioning well as a 
social club, and never made any formal changes. 

The Summer outing was always a special event and well attended. In 
the early days, it consisted mostly of boat excursions in and around Boston 
Harbor or the North Shore. Sometimes they went to private homes or to 
summer clubs. Some of those were the Lake Croft Inn in Hamilton, The 
Auantic House and The Shore Gardens, in Nantasket, Fiedston-on-the- 
Atlantic in Marshfield, and the Pomham Club in Providence, R.I. 

As time went by the venues changed to The Black and White Inn in 
Marlboro, Seiler’s Ten Acres in Wayland, Green Acres ©.C., Dreamworld 
in Scituate, Hatherly Inn in Scituate and The Colonial Inn in Wakefield. 
These last few locations included golf along with the traditional great 
dinner and entertainment. 

In more recent times the Club has used the grounds at radio station 
WPLM in Plymouth, and the facilities at the New England Laborers’ 
Training Center in Hopkington to hold a great Summer Outing/ 
Clambake. The facility allows for tennis and swimming. Each year the 
number of members and guests attending seems to grow. We always 
exceed two hundred. The event is usually held in August. Buses have been 
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used to transport the members. The catered affair has lobster, chicken, 
steamed clams, clam chowder, German franks as well as an ample supply 
of liquid refreshments. Many of those attending just choose to relax by 
the Olympic-sized swimming pool or under the magnificent pine trees 
and enjoy the weather and camaraderie. Competitive athletic events are 
engaged in such as softball games, horseshoe pitching, bocce games, and 
volleyball. 

Until the last few years, almost all other events were held in Boston. 
Some of the more popular locations were, The Revere House, The Quincy 
House, The Crawford House, Cafe Milano, Hotel Lorraine, American 
House, Copley Plaza Hotel, Hotel Kenmore, and the most frequently used 
Hotel Touraine. 

In 1966 the Club moved the Annual Meeting/Banquet out of Boston 
for the first time. The Maridor Restaurant in Framingham was the site. 
Other locations outside the city have included The Colonial Inn in 
Wakefield, The Sheraton ‘Tara Hotel in Braintree, Caruso’s Diplomat 
in Saugus, Lombardos in East Boston and Randolph, and Anthony's of 
Malden. 

In 1975 the Club instituted its Robert Keayne Memorial Man of 
the Year award. This is presented annually for outstanding service to a 
member of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. The Ceremony 
is part of the Annual Banquet which has most recently been held at 
Anthony's of Malden. The formal event is usually attended by over 200 
members each year, and besides honoring the Man of the Year, members 
tell of fun-filled activities the Man of the Year has engaged in. 

In 1980 the Club decided to change the Annual Meeting/Banquet 
from January to early April. This was done because so many of the 
membership were spending January in warmer climates and there was 
always a threat of had weather. This has been successful because we always 
have more than two hundred at the event, which is restricted to members 


only. However, it must he noted that the very first time it was done; it 
snowed! ; 
From time to time the Club has sponsored outings at all the major 
parimutuel race tracks in the area. These include Rockingham Park, 
Suffolk Downs, Seabrooke Dog Track and Planfield Dog track among 
others. 
Today the Club functions as the founding members intended. It 
still has its Annual Meeting/Banquet, the Summer Outing, and usually 
a couple of other events during the year such as for example a comedy 
night where comedians have entertained the group with unlimited pizza, 
antipasto, wine and beer, and desert, a Boston Harbor cruise held on a 
luxurious climate-controlled luxury liner which cruised around Boston 
Harbor with a live band for dancing, and an excellent cabaret-style musical 
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show. On this occasion a sumptuous meal was also provided. On one 
outstanding event which was held at the Boston Museum of Science, the 


Club had exclusive viewing and use of the museum while a meal was being 


served or during the dancing period. Other events which have been held 
on a yearly basis are a Christmas time dinner dance with an overnight stay 
on Cape Cod. The Club has also participated in outings to major pari- 
mutual race tracks in the area. These include Rockingham Park, Suffolk 
Downs, Seabrooke Dog Track, amongst others. While most events are stag, 
occasionally ladies are invited. 

The original application for the charter stated that the purpose was 
for the establishment and maintenance of a place for social meetings and 
to promote social amusement among its members. Never let it be said the 
TEN OF US CLUB has not met its purpose. 

The officers try to maintain a small treasury for the purpose of 
entertaining members of the HAC when they visit Boston, as was the 
intention of the ten original members. Over the years the Club has met 
the challenge and has always come forth when it hears the crv The British 
are coming. 

To be eligible for membership in this century-old Club, one must be 
a member in good standing of the Ancient Honorable Artillery Company 
of Massachusetts. Each year members elect a new complement of officers. 
Enrollment into the Club is offered to all old and new members of the 
A&HAC by invitation to one of the functions being held. The Club tries to 
live up to it’s motto, “The Playground of the Ancients.”

Dec. 15, 1915 - The first Ladies Night on record. The evening was at the 
Quincy House in Boston and included dinner and dancing. Thirty Seven 
members and their ladies attended. 


1918 - The Summer Outing omitted due to The World War 

June 20, 1919 - The Summer Outing is held at the Pomham Club in 
Providence, R.L. Thirty Three members and Thirteen guests traveled from 
Boston to Providence in 12 cars. A long journey in those days. 


Jan. 7, 1921 - Governor Channing H. Cox is elected to membership at the 
Annual Meeting. 


Jan.11, 1922 - A record attendance of 93 is set at the Annual Meeting. 


Jan. 15, 1925 - LT John E. Cotter, the last of the original TEN OF US 
CLUB addresses the Club. 


May 5, 1928 - HON James M. Curley is the guest speaker. 


Jan. 22, 1929 - The President of the Massachusetts Senate, Gasper G. 
Bacon (A®& HAC member), is the guest speaker. 


Aug. 21, 1929 - LT John E. Cotter, the last of the original TEN OF US, 
requests that he be divested of his Honorary Membership and become a 
dues paying member. It seems that since he did not have to pay any dues, 
which included the price of dinner, he was always asked to pay for his 
dinner. 

Aug. 21, 1929 - Leverett Saltonstall (A&HAC member), Speaker of 

the Massachusetts House of Representatives (later Governor and U.S. 
Senator) is the guest speaker. 


Jan. 15, 1931 - Governor Joseph B. Ely speaks at the Annual Meeting/ 
Banquet. 
Jan. 21, 1931 - MGEN Erland F. Fish (A&HAC member), President of 


the Massachusetts Senate and Commanding General of the 26th Yankee 
Division, is guest speaker. 

Jan. 18,1936 - LT. Gov. Joseph L. Hurley (A&HAC member) and Attorney 
General (later Governor) Paul A, Dever (A&HAG member) are speakers. 
Jan. 14, 1937 - Malcolm Nichols, ex Mayor of Boston is the speaker. 

Jan. 15,1938 - Attorney General (later Governor) Paul A. Dever (A@HAC 


member) and Boston Mayor (later Governor) Maurice J. Tobin are both 
guest speakers at the Annual Meeting/Banquet. 


Jan. 18, 1941 - Boston Mayor (later Governor) Maurice J. Tobin is the 
speaker. 


ANCIENT AND HONORABLE ARTILLERY COMPANY 


Jan. 22, 1942 - The 50th Anniversary of the Club is celebrated at the 
Kenmore Hotel. Although the records show 178 paid members, only 74 
members and guests attend. A Vaudeville Show was the entertainment. 


Jan. 13, 1945 - The Annual Meeting/Banquet is held at Faneuil Tall 
because hotels are too expensive. Attendance was poor. It was never tried 
again. 


Feb. 16, 1946 - Governor Maurice J. Tobin is the Guest Speaker. 


Jan. 19, 1966 - The first time the Annual Meeting/Banquet is held outside 
the City of Boston. 


Jan. 21, 1976 - The Club institutes the Robert Keayne Man of the Year award. 
This is presented annually for “outstanding service to a member of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company.” 


June 3, 1978 - The Club hosts the Honourable Artillery Company of 
London at a cocktail and buffet reception held in Boston City Hall. Both 
the Governor and the Mayor make an appearance. 


March 26, 1980 - For the first time the Annual Meeting/Banquet is not 
held in January. 


Oct. 4, 1987 - The Club hosts the Honourable Artillery Company of 
London at the Embassy of the United States of America, Grosvenor 
Square in London. The Ambassador to the Court of St. James, Charles 
H. Price, II, is in attendance for the entire event. Over 400 members and 
guests are present. 


June 3, 1988 - Members of the Club greet the Honourable Artillery 
Company of London at Logan Airport. They then host a reception for the 
active members of the HAC at Camp Curtis Guild in Wakefield, and for 
the veterans at the Quality Inn in Boston. 


June 5, 1988 - The Club hosts a cocktail reception and buffet dinner for 
the Honourable Artillery Company of London at the USS Constitution 
in the Charlestown Navy Yard. The Lord Mayor of London. Sir Greville 
Spratt (HAC member) and her Britannic Majesty's Consul General to 
Boston, Philip A. McLean, are in attendance. 


June 1, 1991 - A cocktail reception and buffet dinner was hosted by the 
Club at the Charlestown Navy Yard in the Pueblo Room. 138 HAC and 137 
A&HAC were in attendance. The Corps of Drums along with their rifles 
performed a tattoo on the grounds. 


June 2, 2003 - A traditional New England clambake was hosted by the 
Club at Camp Curtis Guild with an abundance of lobsters, which the HAC 
devoured. Due to very inclement weather the function was held indoors. 
Tables had to be arranged so that the Corps of Drums could perform an 
abbreviated marching ceremony.

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THE JUNE DAY SERMON AHAC 
St Paul’s Cathedral Boston MA 
5 June 2006 
Chaplain (Brigadier General) Robert M. Durkee D.D. 


Last year in our June Day Service, we remembered a calamitous event 
that took place in the North Adantic during the Second World War. A 
convoy of Allied ships was struck by a wolf pack of German submarines. 
One of those ships, the USS Dorchester, had 930 men aboard. The last 
recollection was that of the four chaplains aboard, a priest, a Methodist 
minister, a rabbi and a Dutch Reformed pastor, locked arm in arm in 
prayer and singing hymns. Each had given up his life jacket to soldiers 
who were without any. 

Since the chartering of our company under Capt. Robert Keane, 
chaplains have had a vital role. In recent times, they have all served on 
active duty. In every instance, they have been a team, as priests, ministers, 
and rabbis, as exemplified by the Four Chaplains on the US 
Unlike ministries in civilian life, chaplains are called to support persons of 
all faiths, regardless of their denominational differences. Military padres

are committed to serve the religious needs of each individual in the 
command. 

Let me give an example. - : 

For Many years, a part of my responsibility ‘was to conduct chaplain 
conferences, both in the Commonwealth and at Ft Meade, Ist Army 
Headquarters. : 

On one occasion, I asked my good friend, COL Rabbi Lieberman, to 
conduct the next day’s devotion. I knew Al to be a good story teller with 
a great sense of humor. He began the morning with prayer, and then 
announced his passage of Scripture. Unexpectedly, to those of us who are 
Christians, it was from the New Testament. Rather than selecting a text 
in the Bible from King Solomon of the Prophets or Psalms, the passage 
he chose was from the Gospel of St. Luke. It was, “The Parable of the 
Prodigal Son”. 

I wondered, “Where is he going with this? He’s on our playing field.” 
As a rabbi, he should be preaching from the Old Testament. Here he was, 
expounding on the words of Jesus in the New Testament. With a twinkle in 
his eye, my rabbinical friend read the entire passage beautifully. Then, he 
proceeded to offer a meditation on it. 

I’m sure you remember the story. It goes like this. “A certain man had 
two sons. The younger one said to his father, ‘Father, give me my share 
of the property’. So he divided his estate between them. A few days later 
the younger son turned the whole of his share into cash and left home for 
a distant country, where he squandered it in dissolute living”. The more 
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traditional translation, “he squandered it in riotous living”. 

Then, I began to understand where Chaplain Lieberman was going. 
Sometimes, when Jesus spoke to those gathered around him, they called 
him rabbi, meaning teacher. Rather than delivering a theological lecture, 
Jesus told parables, stories about God, about faith and about stewardship. 
Here was a military chaplain, a rabbi, repeating a story of a Galilean 
teacher - rabbi who lived 2000 years ago. 

So what happened to the younger son, the spoiled brat, who couldn’t 
wait for his father to die so he could have it all? The boy doesn’t have 
enough to eat, and ends up picking out scraps of food that he is feeding 
to the pigs....a rather ignominious task fora young Jewish lad. He realized 
that he wants to go home. He wants to plead for his father’s mercy, 
and to beg for work as a hired hand. The misery he was enduring was 
unbearable. 

But that is not the end of the parable. 

Act two. The second son comes back from the field and learns that a 
party is going on. He is told that his younger brother has returned. How 
do you suppose that makes the older brother feel? He is outraged! To put 
itin today’s parlance, “he flipped”. 

Listen, as the story continues. 

After he heard the music and dancing, “The servant told him, “Your 
brother has come home, and your father has killed the fatted calf because 
he has returned safe and sound. But the older brother was angry and 
refused to go in. His father came out and pleaded with him, but he 
retorted, you know I have slaved for you all these years, yet you never gave 
me so much as a kid to celebrate with my friends. But now that this son of 
yours turns up, after running through your money with his women, you 
kill the fatted calf for him”’. 

So there you have it. A spoiled son who wants his inheritance before 
his father dies, and a priggish older brother, who is bitter because he 
thinks he is being ripped off. It’s the same situation that we might hear 
from Dr. Phil on his TV program, listening to family problems. When 
Jesus first told that story, in the Galilean hills, and when my friend retold 
it at the Chaplain’s Conference many years later, they hoped that the 
listener would understand its true meaning. 

If we were following the format of the Da Vinci Code, we would see 
the obvious clues. We would be able to understand the hidden message. 
The Da Vinci Code, as you know, is not really about Da Vinci. It’s not even 
about scripture. It’s a work of fiction about solving a mystery.

We met the Ambassador and explained who the Ancients were and 
what we had hoped to accomplish during our visit the major event being 
the unveiling of the monument dedicated to our American servicemen 
who lost their lives during World War II. 

The Ambassador thought it was an excellent idea and, along with 
his staff, began the process of assisting us in making this event a truly 
memorable one for all that participated on that day and in the future. 

Along with 138 Ancients, we were joined by the President of Iceland, 
14 Ambassadors from other countries, military and local dignitaries, as 
well as the local citizenry of Iceland. It was a very proud day to be an 
Ancient, thanks in large part to the efforts of the Ambassador. 

This year we invited the Ambassador to join us for our June Day 
festivities, and we are delighted that he has accepted. I would appreciate 
all of you having your attention, please, while I introduce the Ambassador. 

At this time it gives me great pleasure to introduce to you our friend, 
Ambassador James I. Gadsden. 

AMBASSADOR GADSDEN: Captain Morrill, Lieutenant Governor 
Healey, Mayor Menino, distinguished head table guests, past 
Commanders, guests and members of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts. 

First I would like to thank you for the privilege of joining you today 
and yesterday for the Change of Command ceremonies. 

To all Americans who served in Iceland during World War II. They 
gave their today for our tomorrow. These are words engraved on the 
monument to American war dead, which you, the members of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, very generously 
donated, designed, shipped, erected and dedicated at Fossvogur Cemetery 
just outside of Reykjavik, Iceland, on October 8, 2003. 

For those of you who were there, you will recall that the President of 
Iceland, the resident diplomatic corps senior diplomatic officials at the 
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American Embassy, our military commanders at Naval Air Station Keflavik 
anda very elegant delegation of the Ancients took part in this song and 
ceremony to dedicate the monument. 

And I would like for you to know that weeks after the dedication, 
many Americans and many Icelanders told me how much they 
appreciated having the monument in Iceland. And they wanted you to 
know that they appreciated it. And this, by the way, includes the President 
of Iceland, who mentioned it to me on a number of occasions. And they 
appreciated it for the simple reason of the ties between the people of 
Iceland and the people of the United States. 

On November 9, 2003, very shortly after the dedication, I joined the 
ambassadors of the United Kingdom, Germany and Russia in laying a 
wreath at the Commonwealth Memorial and the German Memorial, and, 
I must say, for the very first time at the U.S. monument that you gave us. 
And we did this in honor of Veterans Day. 

Moreover, for Memorial Day 2004, our embassy and our military 
colleagues at the Naval Air Station hosted a service and a reclaim at the 
monument that you gave us. And our pastor took part, as did the Icelandic 
Children’s Choir, many 
diplomatic core and many citizens of Iceland. The broadcast journalists 


snior Icelandic government officials, the 


and the print journalists were also present to cover the event. And many 
others who were not able to attend managed to find high points in the 
city, because we had announced that four U.S. F-15s at the naval base 
would do a flyover. And indeed they did. Precisely at the conclusion of the 
Benediction the four F-15s flew low over the monument and went into the 
missing man formation. And all Icelanders who saw it and the journalists 
who reported it were very deeply touched. 

As a modest expression of that deep appreciation on the part of the 
American community in Iceland and on the part of many Icelanders, I 
would like to offer a very small gift to then Captain Commanding George 
Morrison. It is a collection of photos from that Memorial Day service and 
included among them is one of the F-15 flyovers. And my hope is that the 
Ancients would be able to display this photo collection in the Ancients’ 
Museum Honorary. And if you will permit me, I will read the inscription 
on the photo collection. “To Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
from Ambassador James I. Gadsden, Memorial Day 2004, Fossvogur 
javik, Iceland. Thank you for your services.”

Therefore, we would like to renovate and purchase furniture for our 
multi-purpose parish hall, where children, youth and women, among 
other groups, hold meetings and other educational and empowering 
activities. 

We want to build a library for our young people; to build a shelter 
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near the church for mothers breastfeeding their babies and keeping them 
during the day; to start long-term income-generating projects for the 
parish. 

Dearest Ancients, I’m sorry to write these projects with our best 
wishes to your 368th anniversary. Our main objective was to tell you of 
our friendship, our best wishes, and our invitation for whenever you come 
to Zambia. May God bless you always. Yours, Father John Damascene 
Rurangwa and St. Theresa's Parish in Livingstone, Zambia.” 

(Dinner continues) 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MORRILL: Give your attention to the 
Adjutant, please. 

ADJUTANT RICHTER: Please rise. Today, and for all the century, 
members of our Armed Forces stand vigil throughout the sometimes 
hostile world. The enemies may be hostile Armed Forces or may be the 
debilitated faceless enemies of isolation, boredom and loneliness. Today, 
as always, they stand their vigil for us and our way of life. We are proud to 
include several of our members among those deployed on active duty. 

Ladies and gentlemen, I give you the Armed Forces of the United 
States of America. 

ALL: Hear, Hear. 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MORRILL: Please be seated. 

Ladies and gentlemen, Richard 0. Wightman, Deputy Commander of 
the Joint Warfighting Center, the United States Joint Forces Command, 
Suffolk, Virginia. 

ADJUTANT RICHTER: Could we have your attention, please. 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MORRILL: An Army “brat,” Major 
General Wightman was born in Waltham, Massachusetts. He holds a 
Bachelor of Arts degree in history from Framingham State College anda 
Master’s degree in Military Art and Science from the United States Army 
Command and General Staff College. He is a graduate of the Engineer 
Officer Advanced Course, the Army Command and General Staff College 
and the Army War College. 

Major General Wightman enlisted in the airborne Infantry in June of 
1968. After completing Basic Training at Fort Jackson, Advanced Infantry 
Training at Fort Poke, and Officer Candidate School at Fort Belvoir, he 
was commissioned an Engineer Second Lieutenant in August of 1969. 
Major General Wightman served as a platoon leader and Assistant S-3 in 


the 18th Engineer Battalion at Fort Devens, Massachusetts, before going 
to Vietnam. 


Major General Wightman joined the 101st Engineers Battalion on 
the 26th Yankee Division, Massachusetts National Guard, in September of 
1974, He served with three members of our Company, Brigadier General 
Maddox, Brigadier General Hurley, and our own Adjutant, Colonel 
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Thomas Richter. He was subsequently selected to represent the Army 
Guard on a two-year Reserve Compensation Systems Study Group in OSD 
at the Pentagon. 

Major General Wightinan’s awards include the Defense Superior 
Service Medal, Legion of Merit with Oak Leaf Cluster, the Bronze Star 
with V Device, the Purple Heart, the Meritorious Service Medal with 
three Oak Leaf Clusters, the Joint Service Commendation Medal, the 
Army Commendation Medal with Three Oak Leaves, and the Army 
Achievement Medal. 

Gentlemen, I give you Major General Wightman. 

(Applause) 

MAJOR GENERAL WIGHTMAN: Thank you, Paul. I only wish my 
mom and dad could have been here to hear that tonight, because my dad 
would have loved it, and my mother wouldn't have believed it. 

Captain Morrill, Captain Day, Captain May, members and friends of 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, it’s really an honor and 
a pleasure for me to be here with you this evening. And I really sincerely 
appreciate the invitation to spend some time with you tonight. 

I do want to recognize once again your recipient of the Medal of 
Honor, Tom Kelley. Sir, if you could stand again. I think we should give 
you another round of applause for your services. 

(Applause) 

MAJOR GENERAL WIGHTMAN: Like many of you, I'll have 38 years 
next month — or the end of this month — and it’s not often that you get to 
share a few hours with Medal of Honor recipients, so it’s an honor to be 
here for that reason, if nothing else. 

Ladies and gentlemen of the distinguished head table and certainly 
all of you who have served in the past, serving now and those of you who 
will serve and who this great country rests on your shoulders, thank you 
again. 

What I thought I'd do is talk about a couple of things very quickly. 
And I understand the format here, so I’m starting to get with it. What I 
wanted to do is if | could get theWorld War II veterans that are here, the 
Korean War veterans and Vietnam veterans who are here in this room, 
if you would do me the honor of standing, please, so we could recognize 
your service for this country. Please stand. 

(Applause) 

MAJOR GENERAL. WIGHTMAN: There's been a lot said about 
the World War I generation. Tom Brokaw wrote a book on it. I will tell 
you, in my travels to Iraq and other places where we have this youngest 
generation serving, I think that the greatest generation may be replaced 
by this upcoming generation. And so with that in mind, I would like all 
of you who have served in Bosnia and Kosovo, all the contingencies that 
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we've had up to this point and especially the global war in terrorism, those 
of you who served in Afghanistan, Iraq and the Horn of Africa, would you 
please stand so you can be recognized. 

(Applause) 

MAJOR GENERAL WIGHTMAN: Thank you. Please take your seats 
and keep up the good work. And, of course, I count my son as one of 
those as well. He’s in his 11th month over in Iraq. He's doing a really great 
job. It’s really interesting that he couldn't get out of bed in the morning, 
and now he’s over there in charge of 140 Iraqis, teaching them to be MPs 
and how to guard gates and take care of perimeters. And it’s just amazing 
to me when he calls me on the phone. I keep expecting to hear — you 
know, I served in Vietnam, and those of you who were there remember 
we had calendars — our favorite song was “We've Got to Get Out of This 
Place” by The Animals. And so each time | talk to him I expect that he'll 
dip down into some form of, you know, “Dad, it’s really rough over here” 
or “I can’t stand this. I’ve got to get home.” And I’ve never heard that 
in the 11 months that he’s been there. He is as positive today as he was 
when he decided to take his senior year of college to go over and serve his 
country, because the guys that he served in his Reserves with, he wanted to 


be with them when they served. So it’s people like that. 

And I know the gentlemen that we have up here on the stage, and 
ladies as well — and there are a lot of ladies serving over there — soldiers, 
I should say, Marines that are doing a fantastic job. But I wanted to 
recognize that, and I thought it was appropriate that the toast would be 
the Armed Forces. 

I come from the Joint Forces Command. Those of you that are 
familiar with the Joint Forces Command know that it’s evolved. It used to 
be the U.S. Atlantic Command. And about ten years or so ago, it shifted to 
the U.S. Joint Forces Command. And there’s been a lot of changes since 
that time. Now, I represent the Joint Warfighting Center. We're on the 
Suffolk side. The Norfolk side is where most of the headquarters we call it 
the dark side - is located. 

What the Joint Forces Command is responsible for is to lead the 
transformation of the Joint Forces. All of you are familiar that early on, 
we had the Army operating here, the Navy operating here, the Air Force 
operating here, and the other service over here, and it was really to keep 
us from killing each other. 

We've come a long way. We’ve added liaison officers. That was the 
next stage. Now we’re almost — and | think the people on the stage could 
speak to it I know my son works for an Air Force Lieutenant and a Senior 
Master Chief, so he’s already joined. And that’s really what's happening 
to our Armed Forces; that they have become inextricably linked and are 
completely joined. 
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And it’s a beautiful thing to see. I'll tell you that in the two years 
and four months that I’ve been there, I’ve seen a lot of change. And it’s 
interesting to look at what we have out there represented primarily in the 
Joint Task Forces in Iraq, Afghanistan and the Horn of Africa. 

If you go out to those headquarters, you'll hear different language. 
You'll hear “collaborative information environment. You'll hear 
“operational med assessment.” You'll hear “effects-based approach to 
operations.” I thought I had come to a new country when I came to 
this environment, but it’s the way that these young folks on the stage, 
whether they know it or not, are operating. They're operating within 
that environment. They communicate with everyone they need to 
communicate with. We have some of the finest equipment. We have it now 
in place and working fine. And my son will tell me when there’s something 
missing. So believe me, we've come a long way in that regard as well. 

But if you look at Joint Task Force, that’s the way we operate now. So 
that is the focus of the Joint Warfighting Center. We do mission rehearsal 
exercises with each corps. It goes over to replace Multi-National Corps- 
Iraq. We also do it with Multi-National Force-Iraq, which is strategic-based. 
And we also do it with some of the divisional elements, but largely it’s the 


corps above so that they can focus on the operational and strategic piece 
of that. So that the gaps and seams that you normally see between services 
and between echelons don’t exist. 

So they come through our place or wherever they are, and they go 
through a series of exercises and academics. And then when they get over 
to Iraq, Afghanistan, the Horn of Africa, we send a staff over to visit them 
and to help them. 

So I think what you see is a very cohesive effort going on over 
there. And I think you're seeing some of the successful results of that 
collaboration. You didn’t see this three years ago. The way we got started 
in this business was a phone call from somebody over there in Iraq who 
said, “Hey, this is all messed up.” I mean, you had a guy like General 
Sanchez, who was the Commander on July 13th. He took the command 
of his corps on the 14th of July. And on the 15th of July he was told, 
“You're going to take this JTF and go over and set up operations in Iraq.” 
Of course at that time, he had not only the tactical piece, but he had the 
operational piece and he had the strategic piece We've since got smarter 
and broken that down. So it’s been an evolving process, but I’m here to 
tell you that things are going well. 

We also institute changes through our doctrine. And those of you 
that aren't familiar with our doctrine, it takes two to five years to get the 
doctrine updated. We've been able to reduce that in some cases to almost 
six months. 

We take lessons learned from things that are going on and 
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incorporate those into exercises, into training, into our educational piece 
and then into our doctrine. So there’s a lot going on. 

So I’m only supposed to talk a few minutes up here, and I think 
I've probably already exceeded that. So I'm going to end with that. But 
again, I really appreciate the invite to be back in the Boston area. I have 
four brothers and sisters who live up in the Haverhill area still, and I 
love to come back to this great city. So thank you for all that you do and 
all that your organization does. I know there’s a direct link between this 
organization and every conflict, in every war that we've been involved with 
since we arrived. 

So with that, God bless all of you for what you do, God bless this great 
country and God bless America. Thank you very much. 

(Applause) 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MORRILL: I'd like to present to the 
General this career ball. Its symbol is for freedom and democracy from 
1776. I'm proud to give you this, General. 

(Applause) 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MORRILL: I have another gift for you. 
This is the medallion issued by the Pope, and they're all numbered. On 
behalf of the Company, I give you this. 

(Applause) 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MORRILL: Give your attention to the 
Adjutant. 

ADJUTANT RICHTER: I want to thank you all. This has beena 
wonderful evening. You have been most gracious and most cooperative. 
I'm going to ask you to rise once again. 

Every nation depends on stalwart men to stand for the nation in times 
of peace and in times of peril. Among the stalwart few standing steadfast 
over four centuries for Queen and Country is the Honourable Artillery 
Company. We count them as our best friends and colleagues. Raise your 
glasses to the Honourable Artillery Company of London. 

ALL: Hear, Hear. 

ADJUTANT RICHTER: Please be seated. 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MORRILL: At this time I would like to call 
Basil Bicknell, who came over from London this evening to be our guest, 
and he will answer the toast to the Honourable Artillery Company. Basil. 

MAJOR BICKNELL: Captain, distinguished head table, members of 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. Thank you. I’m happy to 
be here this evening to speak. 

I had a dream. In our case, it all became true, thanks to you, the 
Ancients, as in this same hall with Stuart Tauber presiding and George 
Morrison taking over, our then Colonel Commandant Sir Alex Harley 
and I met the Captain of the Swis s Guard, Elmar Maeder, here tonight, 
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who then gave us the invitation to take part in the Swiss Guards’ 500th 
Anniversary in Rome. 

This May, the Dream saw the three oldest regiments in the world 
at the Swiss Guard celebration — the Swiss Guard being 1506; the 
Honourable Artillery Company some 31 years younger; and the Ancient 
Honorable Artillery Company, 1638, on parade together in St. Peter’s 
Square. It was the largest gathering of Ancients and HAC in our history, 
numbering well over 1,000 members and families. Sadly, the downside of 
this was that we were not able to get together for one joint meeting for 
the swearing in of the troops in St. Peter’s Square on that evening and 
afternoon of May 6th. 

Being on parade with you that Saturday with Captain Paul in 
command and the Ancients was a day that I shall never forget. And that 
was all thanks to the invitation that Elmar issued to us here in this very 
hall only three years ago. 


The next day I will also not forget when the Pope appeared at his 
balcony and thanked in English all those who had come to help support 
His Guard on the occasion of their 500th anniversary. He then, in Italian, 
went on to congratulate the Ferrari Club, but was interrupted by very 
large revving noises and other things that engines make, and he then 
interrupted his speech to then say, “I would like to congratulate the 
Ferrari Club for their Concerto.” 

Finally, we very much hope that we will see you over in London 
sometime following the great trips that Eddie Keelan, Jim Lynch and Paul 
Mahoney started, and welcome you in our newly rebuilt drill hall, the 
Albert Room, which should be ready towards the end of next year. 

And particularly, | would like to thank Captain Paul. Congratulations 
on a great year and the first in having a joint HAC trip abroad; and of 
course, for this great dinner and for your great personal interest and help 
to me and to the Honourable Artillery Company. 

Also, I wish Captain May a very successful tour of duty for the year 
2006 and 2007. Thank you.

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MORRILL: I would like you to accept this 
cup as a token of our appreciation. 

(Applause) 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MORRILL: Please give your attention to 
the Adjutant. 

ADJUTANT RICHTER: Rise once again. We returned to Rome to 
the Vatican to celebrate the 500th anniversary of the Swiss Guard. This 
magnificent organization is exemplary of all that is good and honorable 
about the Procession of Arms. For five centuries this select band of 
brothers has been charged with the security of the Holy 


ather. They have 
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served their Pope with bravery, professionalism, honor and fidelity. We 
applaud their tradition and their dedication to duty. May they serve in 
pride and courage for centuries to come. To the Pontifical Sv 

ALL: Hear, Hear. 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MORRILL: Colonel Maeder, Commander 
of the Pontifical Swiss Guard, has served since 2002 as the 33rd 
Commander of the Pontifical Swiss Guard at the Vatican. He was raised 
in Zuzwil, Switzerland, studied at the Canton School in Gallen, and 
afterwards took his degree in law at the University of Freiburg. He served 
as Extraordinary Clerk of the Court in Wil, Switzerland. Having served as 
an Officer in the Swiss Army, he was appointed in 1998 by Pope John Paul 
Il as the Vice Commander of the Pontifical Swiss Guard, being appointed 
by Pope John Paul IT as the Commander in 2002. He is married to 
Theresia Maeder. They are the proud parents of three children, and from 
what I understand, another one in three months, a son. 

On May 6, 2006, Colonel Maeder presided over the 500th Anniversary 
Jubilee festivities of the Swiss Guard, which was founded in 1506. His 
honors include being a Count of the Order of Gregory the Great, 
recipient of the Medal of Honor of Pope Sylvester, and being a Knight 
with Silver Star of the Sacred Military Order of St. George. And we can 
never repay him for this trip to Rome. An everlasting friendship began 
this year, a bond that everybody of this company will benefit by in some 
time in some visit to Rome. 

It is my great pleasure to introduce the Colonel Commandant Elmar 
Maeder. 

(Applause) 

CAPTAIN MAEDER: Captain Commanding Officers, members of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, distinguished 
guests, 

It is three years ago in this room I pronounced my invitation to you 
for the participation in the Swiss Guard’s 500 Years Jubilee ceremonies 
in Rome. There is no question you are always invited, whether Jubilee or 
not, to come to Rome. But I won’t pay you to offer you the Jubilee again. 
(Laughter) 

However, the celebration in Rome, the celebrations were no more and 
no less than a strong impulse, an evening of a mutual friendship. 

You truly impressed us — me personally, the guards, the Romans 
and the guests who had arrived from Switzerland. You gave us a real 
testimony of solidarity, guests of (inaudible). I invited you to visit us; and 
spontaneously, after some preparation, you came. Rome is not around the 
corner. But it seems to be true in the old saying, all streets lead to Rome, 
even airways.

The guests are giving life to a festivity. One gives himself into the 
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community and takes out of ita personal event. We had many of those 
personal events. And for many of your Company's members, I heard what 
an honor it was to participate in the celebration in St. Peter’s Square. Yes, 
it was an honor. But we, the Guards, we were the honored. Thank you for 
that.

CAPTAIN MAEDER: So for the next trip, one of your members of the 
Company, please knock on the door and come in. Whenever I find time, I 
will be glad to see you again, because this is what life consists of: Personal 
relationships. 

Very early the French had a saying about the Swiss mercenaries. “Pas 
de sue, pas de Swiss; “No money, no Swiss.” (Laughter) 

We were expensive, but we were good soldiers. Today we are a lot 
cheaper, but hopefully still good soldiers. There are still some coins in 
the papary to pay us, to give us the bread on the table. But there are even 
more blessings from heaven, like butter and honey on the bread. 

From time to time I've seen American children touch the uniform 
of a Swiss Guard, thinking that the Guard’s uniform, the presence of 
so many papal blessings, is somehow full of blessings; and if touched, 


then someone receives these blessings. We are probably of a different 
intelligence, so that we might not share this believing, but it reminds us 
of the high privilege that we receive to serve, to serve the Church and the 
Holy Father. 

But coming back to bread and honey, the honey on our bread that 
I mean is friendship, deepening of our faith, international experience, 
personal maturation, culture, sense of community, courage and so on. 
And it is about time now to disburse you the pay. Just like the Guards 500 
years ago felt pay by Julius II, with an legat de oro, the golden money of 
the time, I would like to give you symbolically a reprint of this historic 
coin. The first Swiss Guards received it on their march towards the Eternal 
City. You are marching with us. You are our comrades on the way through 
this life on duty for community for N achusetts. We would like to share 
the pay with you. Those who did not serve might never realize what they 
missed. We served and we are lucky. Thank you. 

(Applause) 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MORRILL: I'd like to present this 
elephant, the Company's trip gift to Africa, a symbol of peace. 

(Applause) ; 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MORRILL: Please give your attention to 
the Adjutant. 

ADJUTANT RICHTER: Please rise. We have come to the portion of 
the evening where we give our ninth and last regular toast. 

There is a need in every country and in every generation for 
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someone or organization to be the keepers of tradition and history, to 
serve as a reminder to the citizens of where we come from and what we 
stand for as a people and of the hope of future generations. In Boston, 
Massachusetts in 2006, this grand old Company fulfills that hope. Patriots 
in 1638, Patriots now, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Gompany of 
Massachusetts. 

ALL: Hear, Hear.

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MORRILL: General Richter, thank you for 


that thoughtful toast. It is meaningful as we sit here to reflect on this day. 

As we all know, our Company was chartered and mustered in 1638 
to help people of the Massachusetts Bay Colony prepare for a common 
threat from the native people in competing colonies of the French and 
the Dutch. We sometimes forget the danger and fears that our ancestors 
lived with in those early days. 

There were just a few hundred settlers on the edge of a limitless 
wilderness inhabited by natives who could have easily driven them to 
the sea. They also carried the worries of a Europe where the kingdom 
of England was constantly in conflict with European powers, and those 
conflicts spread even to the new world. 

This Company was organized despite the concerns of colonial leaders, 
who feared the military because of bad experiences in Europe. Yet, these 
leaders finally listened to the logic of citizens like Captain Robert Keayne, 
who argued the need for a common defense against enemies, foreign and 
domestic. 

They assumed the responsibilities of training leaders for the various 
militias of the Commonwealth so they could present a common defense 
against their enemies from the forest and from Europe. 

For nearly 300 years this Company was in the business of training 
officers for the Massachusetts militia. If a young man did not possess 
the federal commission from West Point or one of the other military 
academies and wanted to serve as an officer in the Massachusetts militia, 
he came to the Ancients for training. 

In the early 20th century, prior to World War I, the Captain 
Commanding recognized the Company no longer had the resources 
or the technical abilities to perform their officer training mission fora 
growing National Guard. The Captain met with state and federal officials, 
and the duties were transferred to what became the Massachusetts Military 
Academy. Some of its members are here this evening. At that time our 
mission changed to what it is today. 

Today our mission is no less valid or no less vital than it was in thefirst 


centuries of this company. As we serve as a continuum of history and 
tradition for our Commonwealth, we keep alive the patriotism that drove 
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the Minutemen of 1775 and some of our members of various services to 
serve in every conflict from those early years to the present. 

Beyond that, in these days of travel, this Company serves as 
ambassadors of good will to all the states and foreign countries we visit. We 
travel to demonstrate the good will and friendship of the United States. 
We participate in ceremonies that honor our American dead who fell in 
foreign conflicts and also to honor the war dead of our host countries. By 
our very visits, we help to bring our nations closer together, hoping that 
personal contact will lessen the fears and the suspicions that lead to the 
obscenity of war. 

In this light, I believe we still contribute materially to our common 
defense and that our mission is just as valid as it was in the early days, 
when we gathered to learn the common system of drill on the Boston 
Common. 

Task each and every member of this grand old Company to take his 
responsibilities seriously. And I mean seriously. Not only for the Company, 
but we also have a memory of those who have passed before, dedicated to 
building a strong and special nation that people could be free to pursue 
their dreams as far as their talent and energy might take them. 

God bless our United States, our Commonwealth and our Company. 
Thank you.

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MORRILL: I would like to thank my 
friends and family tonight.

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MORRILL: I was really privileged to have 
a great staff this year, and I can’t name you all. I want to thank all the 
chairmen. We had three great trips. We had a trip to Norwich University, 
which I was privileged to be the guest speaker. I want to thank the 55 men 
that went. I had two trips of a lifetime. And I have to thank everybody that 
went on the trip. 

Then we had Rome. What can I say. Rome was something else. It was 
the first time we took the ladies. 250 of us traveled to Rome, and it was a 
trip of a lifetime. I have to thank the Colonel for a great time.

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MORRILL: I had a good staff; my 
Adjutant to my right, the Colonel, Tom Richter.

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MORRILL: My Chief of Staffiand my 
sponsor to this Company, Captain Bob Murphy.

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MORRILL: My Second Lieutenant, 
Michael Downing.

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MORRILL: My First Lieutenant, John 
Bradley.

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MORRILL: We have three chaplains now.

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MORRILL: We were in Rome at the 
cathedral at Mass, the Archbishop who introduced Frank Waldorf said to 
him, “I welcome you here, but I also stayed in your hotel in New York.” 
(Laughter) 

There’s no words that I can say this year of my gratitude. It was great. 
So all I can say is thank you.

CAPTAIN PAUL E. MORRILL 
2005-2006 


Military Support Committee work for Captain Paul E. Morrill’s year 
(2005-2006) began in the spring of 2005 when it was learned that the 
Company would join in the 500th Anniversary celebration, in Rome, of 
the Vatican Swiss Guard in April 2006. 

Due to the close proximity of the upcoming event, the Chairman 
promptly energized the process of creating an appropriate decoration to 
be awarded AHAC participants in the historic event. Appropriate colors 
and design, along with proper inscriptions on the miniature medal had 
to be selected in accordance with sanctioned procedures, a manufacturer 
willing to take the job of producing just 150 medals at reasonable cost 
needed to be found and the entire project approved. 

Committee member, Sergeant Major George Reynolds, USA (Ret.) 
was selected to create the award with committee participation and carry 
that through the vertical process to completion. The chair, feeling colors 
should reflect the Swiss Guard, asked Past Captain Joseph Benoit, if he 
could get a sample of the colors from the traditional uniform worn by the 
Guard. He responded by obtaining color swatches of the actual uniform 
material. SGM Reynolds then translated them into numbers used by 
manufacturers to standardize, and that reflected the actual shades. 

The committee approved the colors, design and inscription to be 
used, accepted advice ona medal maker to do the work and a price 
estimate was gotten. In turn, the Captain approved the package submitted, 


and the medals arrived on time, two months before the duty tour to Rome. 


A sampling of other MSC business carried out during the year 
includes a change to the proper wearing of shoulder cords by company 
sergeants, the color guard and bugler, all of whom moved cords to the 
proper shoulder and, in the later two cases, colors were also approved. It 
was noted that members wearing AHAC uniforms are not to wear federal 
(active or retired) rank on outer coats. A standard name tag to include 
finish, a standard color (banker’s grey) for undress (blazer) uniform 
trousers, and a regulation controlling the number and placement of lapel 
pin decorations on the blazer, were also approved. 

A question arose over the proper color placement on the Company's 
regimental tie, as two combinations were evident. One type had the yellow 
stripe above the red, the other red over yellow. A pragmatic decision to 
deal with the question was made, and a survey was conducted to ascertain 
which was most prevalent. The result was an overwhelming margin of 
yellow over red. That combination was accepted by the committee. Red 
over yellow ties can be worn to wear-oul. 
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The Chairman wishes to thank Captain Morrill for his excellent 
cooperation, support and kindness, that will be long remembered, 
throughout the year. Also, sincere thanks to the fine officers of the MSC 
who worked together so well, and the members whose cooperation 
was very much appreciated. The Captain's year was a huge success and 
everyone who served the MSC was proud to be a part of that achievement.

The following is a report of the three Standing Committee meetings held 
to date. 


First meeting, Monday, 13 June, 2005 

The Company Roster as of 31 May 2005: 429 Regular Members. 205 
Life Members, 105 Senior Life Members and 35 Non-Resident Members. 

As to the Annual Assessment, there were 62 Regular Members. 31 Life 
Members and 8 non-resident members that have not paid their dues. 

The Committee voted to have CPT Morrill, CC sign and issue the 
Company’s Sexual Harassment Policy. 

Executive Secretaries LT Steve DaCorta and LT Arthur Conrad plus 
the Curator LT John McCauley were rehired for the current year. A 
Special Committee was appointed by CPT Morrill, CC, consisting of Col 
Leonard J Sacco, PC, LT James Lynch, HI and LT Cornelius O'Leary to 
study the salaries of the three positions and report back to the committee 
at a special meeting to be held strictly_ for this purpose on 13 July, 2005. 

I spoke on the concerns that were brought up at our Spring Meeting. 
and after much discussion by the Committee, the results seem to be as 
follows: 

1. Lieutenants Ball and other functions: Members should always have 
the option to attend the function only. Facility should be large enough 
to accommodate the people attending the function and they should be 
reasonably priced. The Committee and upcoming staff agreed to monitor 
the upcoming events. . 

2. Executive Secretary: The consensus of the Past Commanders is 
that this position should be filled by one full time qualified person and 
paid adequately. This is a very important position and is the center and 
control point for information needed by the Captain, the Paymaster. the 
Clerk and members of the Company. CPT Morrill, CC stated that upon 
resolving the salaries, he would consider appointing a committee to study 
this concern. 

3. Finance Committee: A resolution agreed upon by the Past 
Commanders was that the Finance Committee act according to the 7 
rules and regulations of the Company as it pertains to the responsibility 
and accountably in the payment of expenditures. Specifically, payments 
for expenditures should not to be made unless invoices are properly 
presented and approved. See 113g, 1 14b. 309j. The Finance Committee 
members present took exception to this, stating that they were following

the Rules, and would like to speak to any of the Past Commanders that 
could show them where they were not following the Rules. 

4. Public Relations: The Past Commanders feel that the Company 
should annually have a Mayor’s lunch or dinner, such as we presently have 
for the Governor on Presidents Day. After much discussion, CPT Morrill, 
CC said he would look into what could be done. 

5. Death notices: Notice of a member's death does not seem to be 
published regularly in the newspapers. As a result, many members miss 
attending the wake and or funeral. LT Cornelius O’ Leary could not 
remember any notices not being printed and stated that the Email is going 
out to approximately 200+/- members. 

6. Updating of the SOP’S that are five years old: CPT Morrill, CC said 
that he would look into forming a committee to study and re-write. 

7. Past Commanders seating at the June Day Banquet: It was noticed 
that some of the Past Commanders were seated in areas that could not 
see the head table. It was pointed out that this was an error caused by the 
hotel staff. 

8. Recognition of Past Commanders: CPT Morrill, CC agreed that 
the Past Commanders were not being shown the proper respect and 
would follow up on it. At the Company meeting, following the Standing 


Committee meeting, CPT Morrill, CC addressed the Members on this 
issue. 


9. Ancient trips should not interfere with the FFDTD: It was the 
consensus of the Committee that these other trips were optional and did 
not interfere with the FFDTD. 

10. Past Commanders sitting on selected committees: CPT Morrill, 
CC agreed with this concept and has made every effort to do this. 

11. Commissary issues: CPT Morrill, CC has appointed Brett 
Henry, a member of the Company, and a principle of the Mount Vernon 
Restaurant, to the Commissary staff. Brett Henry agreed to take over 
the Commissary of this year at the budget approved by the Finance 
Committee. 


Second meeting. Wednesday, 13 July, 2005 

This Meeting was held at the Neighborhood Club, Quincy. MA and 
hosted by CPT Morrill, CC. The sole purpose of this meeting was to set 
the salaries for the offices of the Executive Secretary and the Curator. 

COL Leonard J. Sacco. PC presented the findings of the Special 
Committee, which also included LT James A. Lynch, I and LT Cornelius 
Js O'Leary, on the salaries for the Executive Secretary and Curator 
positions. 

This Special Committee recommended that for the Company year 
2005 - 2006 that the two Executive Secretaries salaries be set at an hourly 
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rate of $20.00 per hour each. to waive their Annual Assessment, 64 hours 
of paid vacation; 12 sick days per year, + paid holidays and I personal 

day. The Executive Secretary working on a Company meeting night will 
receive an additional 2 hours of pay. One Executive Secretary will work on 
Monday and Wednesday and the other will work on Thursday and Friday. 
There will be no office coverage on Wednesday. A motion to approve the 
recommendation was made, Seconded and passed unanimously. 

The Special Committee recommendation for the Curator for the 
year 2005 - 2006 was a 4.5% Cost of Living increase, which will be a salary 
of $3,181.85 per month ($38,182.20 per year) and waive the Annual 
Assessment. The workweek will consist of a 40-hour workweek: with 10 
days paid vacation, 12 paid sick days, 8 paid holidays and 2 paid personal 
days. A motion was made to approve the recommendation, seconded and 
passed unanimously. 

The Special Committee recommended the return to a full time 
Executive Secretary for the Company year 2006 - 2007. The position would 
be advertised within the Company in the meeting notices in August. If 
needed, advertising outside the Company could take place. If accepted, 
the Special Committee would develop a job description by Mid August 
2005. The Standing Committee agreed to move ahead in this direction. 


Third meeting, | August, 2005 

The subject ofa replacement Chaplain for COL Alvin I. Lieberman 
was tabled for this year. 

CPT Morrill, sannounced that June Day 2006 would be held at the 
Boston Park Pla 

The Committee to interview for a full time Executive Secretary 
beginning in year 2006 - 2007 was appointed by CPT Morrill, CC. The 
members appointed are COL Leonard Sacco. PC. Chairman. LT James A. 
Lynch, I, and LT Cornelius J. O'Leary. The advertising process will begin 
in August 2005. 

LT Christopher Duffy, Chairman. Military Museum & Library 
Committee informed the Committee of their plans to implement an 
educational program for children and their families, from within the 
City of Boston on the history of the A&HAC and our Armory. LT John 
McCauley, Curator will conduct these sessions in the Armory. 

LT Duffy also announced that his Committee would undertake a 
public relations activity about making the Armory aware to the tourists 
who come to Boston. There will he informational cards of the Ancient’s 
Headquarters placed with the Boston tourist booth in April 2006. LT 
Duffyy also said the Military Museum & Library Committee is looking into 
upgrading the security system for the Armory.

CPT Morrill, CC announced that General McLeod will be speaking at 
the meeting on 19 September. 2005. The talk will be on the families of the 
Soldiers in Iraq. 

I recommended to the Committee that information on the parade 
hats with the metal shields, which are being replaced at no charge to the 
members, be so stated in the meeting notices. 

In closing I would like to say that CPT Morrill, CC is doing a great job. 
and is very responsive to hearing from the Society of Past Commanders,

I feel that we are making good progress in our journey to “SETA

The Pope 
congratulated the Swiss Guard and gave blessings in 5 different languages 
as the crowd cheered, waved banners and flags and had a great time. 

It was a thrilling experience. After the blessing it was back to the Hotel 
and a free night to enjoy Rome and our surroundings. This evening 
Captain Morrill and the Committee were guests of the Hlonorable Artillery 
Company at a reception at the British Embassy where they met the British 
Ambassador, enjoyed some beverages and had a chance to renew old 
acquaintances. 


Friday, May 5, 2006: The morning was free to enjoy breakfast and take 
time to relax, sleep late and get ready for the afternoons’ events. At 1:00 
PM we boarded buses, in parade uniform, and were off to the Victor 
Emmanuel Monument, the tomb of the Italian Unknown Soldier, for the 
wreath laying ceremony. This location was formerly the Venetian Embassy 
before Italy became a United Country in 1882. 


A very large beautiful wreath was ready for presentation, the security was 
in place, the men were looking good in their uniforms, our guests were 
all decked out in fine attire, Col. Richter and Capt. Morrill were ready to 
move on with the ceremony and at that time we were blessed with Holy 
Water in the form of rain. Even with the rain, the wreath laying ceremony 
went on without any problems as the Captain's Aides presented the 
wreath, the Captain paid his respects, a bugler played the Italian version 
of taps and BGen. Fr. Durkee addressed the gathering with appropriate 
prayers. 


The plan was to then travel to the American Ambassador's Residence 
fora reception but the decision was made to call ahead to the residence, 
move the time one half hour. That gave us the chance to return to the 
Hotel, the men could change out of their parade uniforms, into Blazers 
and the ladies could freshen up for the trip to the Ambassadors visit. All 
went very well as planned. We arrived on time, went through security, were 
greeted by the United States Ambassador to Italy, Ambassador Ronald 
Spogli and the Ambassador to The Holy See, Ambassador Francis Rooney. 
The property was the century old Villa Taverna, complete with manicured 
Borgese Gardens. Welcome speeches were given by both Ambassadors; 
Captain Morrill made appropriate comments and presented Revere Bowls 
to the Ambassadors and gifts for their wives. Plenty of food and beverages 
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continued throughout the evening. We were allowed to tour the residence 
as well as the gardens prior to our return to our Hotel. That evening Capt. 
Morrill hosted a small dinner party for several members & guests of the 

Honorable Artillery Company of London, at the Da Pancrazio Restaurant. 


Saturday, May 6, 2006: After our usual breakfast, and in full parade 
uniform, we boarded buses at 7:30AM for the short ride to the Vatican. We 
were escorted through a private gate at the rear of St. Peter’s Basilica by 
the Vatican Security and soon found ourselves seated in a private section 
with excellent seats, near the alter, awaiting the 9:00 AM Mass. There was 
a choir of over 125 from Zurich which was supported by an orchestra in 
similar size. Shortly after 9:00 AM the Mass began with a procession of 
Cardinals, Bishops, Priests, Seminarians, our own Col. Fr. Ed McCabe as 
well as Pope Benedict XVI. It was a spectacular event as we all celebrated 
this wonderful occasion. The Mass was dedicated to the members of the 
Swiss Guard, their families and Veterans. 


After the Mass we had a short walk to the Columbus Hotel where we were 
served another fabulous lunch with locally produced wines and espresso. 
After lunch we split into two groups. One group made up of members 
and guests went back to St. Peter’s Square where they were seated in a 
private section awaiting the actual swearing in ceremony of the new Swiss 
Guard Cadets. The second group were AHAC members in full parade 
uniform that assembled in a staging area to await the 4:00 PM starting 
time of the ceremony. Promptly at 4:00 PM we assembled as the festivities 
began. At 4:10 PM, over 70 AHAC members, led by Capt. Morrill, to the 
commands of Col. Richter and a drum beat from Sgt. Vozzella, paraded 
into St. Peter’s Square. The crowd was estimated at 350,000 but was 
being televised to millions all over the world. It was a proud time for the 
Ancients as we marched in to the crowds waving banners, flags, clapping 
and chants of USA and God Bless America. After we were in our assigned 
position, the ceremony began. It took about 2 hours as 33 new Swiss 
Guard Cadets were sworn in and took their oath in their own language of 
German, Swiss, Italian & Spanish. This was one of those times when you 
are very proud to be an Ancient. It should be noted that this was the first 
time the Swiss Guard has ever paraded with another Military unit. Also 
noted that over 70 Ancients volunteered to participate in this parade on 
avery warm day and with the need to stand at parade rest for over two 
hours. 


After the ceremony we paraded from our assigned position, out of St. 
Peter’s Square and soon were back on our buses and back to the Hotel. 
After freshening up, buses were available for all those that wished to take 
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a short trip to the Gala affair at the Historic Castel Sant'Angelo where 
the Swiss Guard Gala took place. A buffet was available for approximately 
3000 guests with lots of Swiss beer. Many attendees had costumes from 
their respective countries around the World. The evening ended with a 
spectacular fireworks display which we enjoyed from the top level of the 
Castel Sant’Angelo. The end to another special day. 


Sunday, May 7, 2006: We boarded buses at 8:30 AM for the short trip to 
St. Mary’s Church where we had a 9:00 AM Mass. celebrated by Arch 
Bishop Foley, assisted by Col. Fr. Ed McCabe, Fr. Richard Craig and BGen. 
Fr. Robert Durkee. Music was provided by our own Frank Zarba who did 
an outstanding job. The Church was beautiful and there was not an empty 
seat in the church. After the Mass. we took the short walk to the Sistine 
Chapel for a private tour with narration from Max Imfeld. Restoration has 
been completed and it looks as it did when completed almost 500 years 
ago by Michelangelo. Later we were allowed free time to tour the Swiss 
Guard barracks as well as do some shopping. At 12:00 noon were we back 
in St. Peter’s Square for our 3rd. Papal Blessing from Pope Benedict. What 
an awesome experience. Later we returned to the grounds of the Swiss 
Guard where Capt. Morrill presented a plaque to Commander Elmar 
Maeder and a photo opportunity took place. That afternoon we returned 
to our Hotel for free time for the balance of the day. That evening Capt. 
Morrill and some staff hosted the Swiss Guard Commander, his wife, 
several family members and friends, to a special dinner at the Scarpone 
Restaurant. 


Monday, May 8, 2006: At 9:00 AM buses were off on what we called the 
Captains Tour. We traveled to the high hills North of Rome called the 
Castel Gondolfo. We passed Kiwi & Plum orchards, olive groves, portabella 
mushrooms and several vineyards of Marino where their annual wine 
festival is held. We stopped at the last remaining great villas called The 
Aldo Brandine. Descendants of the family that built it over 300 years ago 
still reside there. Our next stop was the Piazza Gondolfl on the banks of 
Lake Castel Gondolfo. It is the site of the Pope’s summer residence. On 
the Lake we dined at LaGardenia Restaurant which was built in 1771. We 
returned to the Hotel at 3:30 PM for free time before the evening’s final 
farewell dinner. 


At 7:00 PM we gathered for the cocktail reception by poolside and by 
8:00 PM we were seated and the Head Table was introduced. Dinner 
began and once again the meal was outstanding. Col. Fr. McCabe gave the 
invocation, several toasts were given by Col. Thomas Richter, music was 
provided by a three piece band and singer along with Frank Zarba doing 
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his usual outstanding vocals. Frank Zarba also surprised everyone when 
he sang all three National Anthems, the Italian, Swiss and American in 
their language. Cpt. Paul Morrill made his comments and thanked BGen. 
Milano, PC, Cpt. Benoit, PC, Cpt. Morrison, PC and Col. Richter for their 
efforts making this trip a success. Bouquets of white roses were presented 
to Jill Milano, Marilyn Benoit, Barbara Morrill and the Commander 
Maeder’s wife with thanks for their participation. Gifts were exchanged by 
Commander Maeder and Cpt. Morrill. BGen. Milano also presented a gift 
from the Company to Cpt. Morrill of a wooden carved painted statue of 
a Swiss Guard Soldier, with our thanks for all the Captain did in making 
this such a historic and memorable adventure. This gift will be displayed 
in our Armory. Cpt. Paul Morrill also surprised everyone with a personal 
gift of a hand painted scroll with a picture of Pope Benedict XVI and 

his special blessing commemorating the 500th. Anniversary of the Swiss 
Guard. BGen. Joe Milano, PC, also took the microphone and paid special 
attention to all those that contributed to making this trip a success as 

he named all individually and gave thanks for their effort. The evening 
ended with a final blessing from BGen. Fr. Durkee and the singing of God 
Bless America. It was a special ending to a very special and outstanding 
trip. 


Tuesday, May 9, 2006: After breakfast it was time to board buses and head 
to the Airport for our return trip back to Boston. Several individuals 

did not return as they continued to enjoy other parts of Italy for a few 
additional day 


We arrived safely in Boston, tired, but with a new sense of what the 
Ancients are all about. We shared our time with old friends, made new 
friends, experienced events that we will never duplicate as we laughed 
a lot, at times in awe of happenings, and even shed a tear of joy. Thanks 
Captain, you made it happen.

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GENERAL INFORMATION ON ITALY 


PASSPORT REGULATION/VACCINATION CERTIFICATE 

United States Citizens must have a valid US Passport in order to travel 
abroad. Visas are not required for US citizens. We suggest that non- 
American citizens check visa requirements with the nearest Italian 
Consulate before departure. No vaccinations are required to enter Italy or 
reenter the US. 


REGISTRATION BY TOURISTS 

The formality of registering with the police within 3 days of a tourist's 
arrival in Italy is attended to by the management of the hotel, in 
cooperation with Katlin Travel Group’s Italian tour escorts. 


CUSTOM REGULATIONS 

Luggage is examined on entering and leaving Italy. Free entry is allowed 
for personal effects; 400 cigarettes and a quantity of cigars or pipe tobacco 
exceeding 500 grams (1.1 Ib). A maxi- mum of two bottles of wine and 
one bottle of hard liquor per person may be brought in duty-free. 


US REGULATIONS ON PURCHASES ABROAD 

Each US tourist may bring back to the US duty-free $800 worth of goods 
purchased abroad. The goods must accompany the traveler, A flat rate 
of 10% is assessed on the next $1,000 worth of goods purchased. Parcels 
containing gifts may be sent from abroad to the US duty-free, providing 


that the total value of such parcels received by one day not exceed $50. 
Each package should be marked “Unsolicited Gift’. The amount paid and 
the contents of the package should be declared. 

EXPORTS FROM ITALY 


There are no restrictions on gifts purchased in Italy except for the 
antiques and works of art. These require the authorization of the 
Ministero dei Beni Culturali ed Ambientali (Ministry of Cultural Affairs). 


HEALTH SERVICES AND INSURANCE COMPANY 

Italy has no medical program covering US citizens. Therefore, US tourists 
are advised to purchase an insurance policy before traveling. For minor 
ailments it may be worth consulting a pharmacy (recognizable by its green 
sign), who have wider “prescribing” power than chemists in the US. At 
every chemist’s shop (Farmacia) there is a list of those open at night and 
on Sundays. First Aid Service (Pronto Soccorso) with a doctor on hand is 
found at airports, ports, railway stations and in all hospitals.

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Villa Taverna 
Official Residence of the 
United States Ambassador to Italy 


Villa Taverna, the official residence of the American Ambassador 
to the Republic of Italy, is an enchanting estate situated on seven acres 
of meticulously sculpted gardens in an exclusive section of northern 
Rome. The three-storied villa and its surrounding grounds boast a 
colorful history dating back to the Roman times. As you pass through 
the large steel doors of the ancient wall surrounding Villa Taverna, you 
are transported back to antiquity, as visions of ancient Rome, the Middle 
Ages, and the Renaissance arise. The imposing belvedere tower with its 
fine marble busts dominates the terra cotta roof, and ancient marble 
sarcophagi flank the porticoed entrance. Wrought iron gates, bearing the 
Taverna family crest of hounds gazing at a star, protect both front and rear 
doors. Please feel free to walk around and enjoy the residence. Benvenuti 
a Villa Taverna! 


The History of Villa Taverna 

The area is first mentioned in 10th century papal documents by Popes 
Agapitus II and John XII. Pope Agapitus identifies it as the center ofa 
large estate he donated to the St. Silvester Monastery in 955 A.D., more 
than 100 years before the first Crusade. 

Thirteenth century documents refer to the area as “Pariola,” possibly 
derived from the name of an ancient local trail, known as Vicolo Pelaiolo or 
Peraiolo because of the plentiful pear trees. It is believed that the villa itself 
dates from the early Renaissance when it was known as “Villa La Pariola.” 

In 1576 Pope Gregory XIII donated the villa and its grounds to the 
German-Hungarian College, a Jesuit seminary. The Order’s faculty and 
students used the villa year-round, but especially to escape the summer's 
heat and the city’s unhealthy living conditions. Villa Taverna’s facade still 
bears Pope Gregory’s crest atop the residence’s central window. Ona 
smooth stone strip below a Latin inscription reads: 

IN CONSTANTIA E.I. FIDE FELIC]TAS 
or Happiness lies in perseverance and faithfulness. Within the gardens are 
the remains of a tufa statue, representing Pope Gregory XI, serving to 
commemorate his contributions, the most notable being the revision of 
the modern calendar. In the 16th century, St. Phillip Neri — an educator 
renowned for devoting his life to young people — worked at the villa 
“inspiring honest men with Christian wisdom,” according toa plaque 
inside. The papacy had reclaimed the villa by the time it had dissolved the 
Jesuit Order in 1773. 

In 1824, Pope Leo XII opened the villa to seminarians of other 
countries. 
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During the 19th Century, many illustrious men frequented this 
well-known center of learning. Two Latin inscriptions bear evidence 
of papal visits: one placed on the facade’s left side near the entrance 
commemorates the visit of Pope Pius IX on October 20,1863. In a back 
corridor is a second one, marking visits by Pope Gregory XVI in 1831 and 
1833. The inscription reads: [Pope Gregory] spent many happy days there, 
surrounded by admiring student visitors and the poor people who lived nearby. 

Throughout the 1800's, Roman nobility used the villa property with its 
vast complex of farms and vineyards as an elegant summer retreat. Near 
the end of the century, the bustling city began encroaching on the farms 
and gardens. By 1900 the villa property only covered a city block. 

Count Ludovico Taverna, an aristocrat from an ancient Milanese 
family tracing its origins back to the 12th century, purchased the villa 
in 1920. That is how the villa acquired its present name. Count Taverna 
commissioned a prominent architect, Carlo Busiri Vici, to restore and 
enlarge the building. The architect maintained the villa’s original 
structure but transformed it into a country home with a rustic style similar 
to the summer homes of 19th century Roman patricians. To enhance the 
renovated building's appearance, Busiri Vici placed Roman art relics on 
the grounds close to the stately mansion. 

In 1933 the U.S. Government rented the Villa from Princess 
Borromeo Taverna, daughter and heir of Count Taverna, for use as the 
residence of American ambassadors to Italy. 

During World War II, Villa Taverna escaped destruction thanks to the 
efforts of two remarkable men. In the fall of 1943, the Allied invasion of 
Italy began. At that time the Germans were firmly entrenched in Rome. 
Colonel] Louis Wickersham, an American officer, concerned about the 
destiny of Villa ‘Taverna asked his cousin, an Italian officer of noble 
lineage, Count Nasalli-Rocca di Corneliano, what might be done to 


protect it. 

Count Nasalli was a member of the Knights of Malta, an ancient 
hospitaller/ military order founded in the 12th century and diplomatically 
recognized by all nations, including Germany. Count Nasalli converted 
the residence into a convalescent home for Italian officers and hoisted the 
Maltese flag at both the main and back entrances of Villa Taverna. He had 
the Red Cross and white Maltese Cross painted on the roof of the villa to 
ward off Allied bombings. The villa was thereby preserved and remained a 
convalescent home until the liberation of Rome on June 4, 1944. 

In September, the residence was returned to the U.S. Government, 
which purchased it in 1948 and designated it as the ambassadorial 
residence. 
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THE RESIDENCE 

The front door of the residence opens to a spacious entrance hall, 
which opens to the splendid vista of the gardens to the rear of the 
building through a large glass door. 

The hall contains floors of antique blue and gold tiles, which were 
handmade in Vietri, a little town on the Amalfi Coast. Six 18th century 
oval bas-reliefs representing mythological figures and bacchanal scenes 
decorate the broad pillars. A stately staircase with marble banisters 
leads to the upper floor. Marble busts from the 17th century, some with 
antique heads of the Roman period, sit in the oval niches at the top of the 
staircase. 

To the visitor’s immediate left is a small salon with a beautiful coffered 
ceiling of painted and carved wood. Next is the Galleria, a large airy room 
with a vaulted stucco ceiling. 

The gallery opens into the large salon, dominated by a monumental 
fireplace of red mottled marble. 

A grand piano stands in this luxurious yet intimate room, lit by an 


elegant crystal chandelier hanging from the painted lacuna ceiling. Lofty 
windows in both salons offer additional views of the sumptuous gardens 
outside. Over the fireplace is a large painting circa 1700, after the style of 
Francesco Albani. 

In the formal dining room to the right of the entrance hall frescoed 
coats of arms facing each other from opposite sides of the room bear 


Latin inscriptions. One of them commemorates the stay of St. Phillip Neri. 


The other represents the donation of the villa by Pope Gregory XIII to 
the clergy. It is an interesting coincidence that a Cardinal Taverna was 
the Governor of Rome during Pope Gregory’s time. A collection of 19th 
century Italian impressionist paintings is also on display, beginning from 
the left and proceeding clockwise: Bambina col Cane by Armado Spadini; 
Portrait of Painter Trussardi by Antonio Mancini, Spiaggia di Alassio by 
Emilio Gola, La Pesca delle Telline by Francesco Michetti; and Dal Santuario 
di Riomaggiore by Telemaco Signorini. 

A restoration undertaken by architect Leone Castelli in 1970 further 
expanded and modernized this remarkable building. 


THE GARDENS 

Passing through the estate’s walls visitors encounter the astonishing 
tranquility of a seven acre Roman garden. Soothing sounds of water are 
heard from three ancient fountains. 

Perfectly maintained in geometric shapes, the trees and hedges form 
a classic example of a “Giardino allItaliana” or Italian-style garden. 

Hedges also surround trees and rose bushes along beds of multi- 
colored flowers, which decorate stands and beautify tables inside the villa. 
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Orange and lemon tre 


add a fresh perfume to the garden’s air. 

A series of vaults and a network of tunnels, dating back to Roman 
times, exist under the residence and gardens. The vaults, probably storage 
areas for food and other goods, were under and a part of an ancient 
Roman villa originally on this site. The tunnels appear to have been 
quarried for tufa stone, a building mate- rial. 

In close proximity to the villa is a simple, free-standing structure with 
a trussed roof, housing a theatre where the Ambassador and his guests 
are able to view private screenings of films. The grounds also contain 
a swimming pool, tennis courts, and a court for bocce ball (the Italian 
version of lawn bowling), all of which are surrounded by the lush gardens.

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The Official 500th Anniversary Ceremonies 


On Saturday, 6 May 2006, the members and guests of Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company attended a Papal Mass inside St. Peter's 
Basilica (not outside as stated in the itinerary). The members were in uni- 
form. The mass was celebrated by Pope Benedict XVI and con celebrated 
by our chaplain COL Edward D. McCabe. Fr. Richard J. Craig, a guest of 
the AXHAC on this trip, was also on the altar. 


After the Mass, it was a short walk to the Columbus Hotel for the 
luncheon. 

In the mid-afternoon, about 50 volunteers of the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company marched into St. Peter's Square for the swearing 
in ceremony of the Swiss Guard led by CPT Paul E. Morrill, Captain Com- 
manding. The planning officials would not allow the full Company to be 
on parade. The Captain Commanding and his wife were taken to a seat in 
the front row of the VIP seating directly in front of the ceremonies. Three 
other members of his staff were seated behind him. All other members 
and guests were seated in the general audience, near the front. 

At the swearing ceremony, all the new members of the Swiss Guard 
swear their allegiance, with their life, to the Holy Father. Each recruit used 
the language native to his region of Switzerland. They use Italian, German 
and French. 

The men stood in formation for two hours on the very hard granite 
surface. After the Swiss Guard marched off, the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company marched through the entire Square to great applause 
from the audience of thousands. 

This is the first time in history the Company had the honor of march- 
ing in Vatican City. 

Participating in this event was the Company of Pikemen & Musketeers 
of the Honourable Artillery Company of London. 

Prior to the ceremonies, the Honourable Artillery Band serenaded 
the spectators. , 

The Italian military had representatives of all branches of their mili- 
tary in formation. Two other ceremonial units participated. One was from 
Spain and the other unknown_ However, it was the AKHAC that did the 
longest parade route and to the greatest applause. 

In the evening, all people in our group were invited toa gala at Castel 
Sant’Angelo to celebrate the 500th Anniversary of the Swiss Guard. This 
included food, music and a grand fireworks display.

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A Pontifical Mass is a festive celebration during which the celebrant (the 
Pope, a bishop or an abbot) wears what are known as pontifical insignia

large number of clerics. 


Saint Peter’s Basilica (Basilica di San Pietro in Vatican) is dedicated to the 
memory of the Apostle Saint Peter, whose tomb is to be found under the 
church. He was the first bishop of Rome, and Pope Benedict XVI is his 
264th successor. Inside, the church is 186 metres long and 45 metres high; 
the cupola is 119 metres high. It has a surface area of more than 15,000 
square metres and can accommodate up to 50,000 people. Building began 
in 1506, and so the basilica, too, celebrates its 500th birthday this year. 
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Swearing-in Ceremony 
What: The new Swiss Guards will swear their oath. 
Where: Saint Peter’s Square. 
When: Entry from 14.30. Ceremony begins at 16.30. 


Who: Unrestricted — Jubilee Pass holders will have places in reserved 
areas. 


In bad weather, the swearing-in ceremony will take place in the Paul VI 
Hall. Jubilee Pass holders have priority. The event can be viewed on large 
television screens in Saint Peter’s Square. 


On 6th May 1527, when Rome was sacked by German and Spanish 
peasants (the Sacco di Roma), 147 Swiss Guards died a heroic death 
defending Pope Clement VII. In memory of that occasion, guards who 
have begun their service in the foregoing twelve months swear their oath 
of allegiance by swearing on the Guard flag. Normally the swearing-in 
ceremony takes place in the Saint Damasus Courtyard (Cortile San Damaso), 
the inner courtyard of the Apostolic Palace.

Domini nuntiavit Mariae (“The angel of the Lord declared unto Mary”). 
This prayer is said three times a day, and is a contemplation of the 
incarnation of the Son of God, prepared by the dialogues between the 
Archangel Gabriel and Mary, the Mother of God (Lk 1,26-38). The Holy 
Father prays the Angelus every Sunday at 12 noon at his office window in 
the Apostolic Palace.

On Saturday May 6th 2006, Rome the Eternal City, which has been 
the scene of so much history for well over 2,000 year: 

This was the Commemoration of the 500th 
Anniversary of the founding of the Pontifical Swiss Guard, who are still 
the Pope’s bodyguard. For it was in 1506 that Pope Julius I employed 
150 Swiss mercenaries to protect him. Twenty-one years later on May 6th 
1527 these men proved their worth when they were hacked down on the 
steps of the High Altar of St Peter's Basilica, defending Pope Clement VII 
from the Spanish and German mercenaries of the Holy Roman Emperors 
Charles V. Thus it is that every year the Swiss Guard par: 
in their new recruits on May 6th. This is of course a very special day for 
this illustrious body of men. It was therefore a singular honour for the 
Ancients and the HAC to be invited to join the parade. All this came 
about when Colonel Elmar Maeder the Commander of the Swiss Guard 
was invited to join the June Day Election Parade in Boston on June 2nd 
2003. At the subsequent banquet Colonel Maeder generously invited 
the Ancients and the HAC including the Company of Pikemen and 
Musketeers to attend the parade in St Peter's Square three years hence. 
So it all somewhat amazingly came about. Invitations were confirmed 
and much staff work had to be done to arrange the logistics for the 
trip from London to Rome.. Fortunately the same team who had so 
successfully organised the trip to Boston in 2003 consisting of Basil 
Bicknell, Dai Griffiths and Christine Kennedy volunteered to look after 
the expedition. The first problem was to find out how many people 
wanted to go. An original estimate of about 250 was quickly shown to 
be far too pessimistic and in the end 407 HAC members went with 372 
members of their families together with 47 members of the Band, totaled 
826 altogether. The decision to make individuals responsible for their own 
traveling arrangements was clearly a wise one.. Nevertheless hotels had to 
be found and were found some quite a long way from the City centre. 
Thus this huge party gathered in Rome on May 3rd. An attractive 
programme had been planned for them. On the first evening besides a 
Welcome Dinner of two sittings, there was a first class concert took place 
in the Nervi Hall given by the Swiss Army Concert Band, the Swiss Guard 
Band and Sir James and lady Jeanne Galway. The next day VIPs including 
the Mayor of Boston and the Lady Mayor of Rome witnessed the arrival 
of 80 former Swiss Guards who had marched 720 miles from Switzerland 
in 27 days. In the evening visitors were invited to a reception which 
was held in the lovely grounds of the British Ambassador's Residence. 
Pikemen lined the drive and the HAC Band beat retreat, all in all it was a 
‘swelligant, elegant’ party.

day (Friday) was being able to visit the Sistine Chapel without having to 

queue for hours. All the superlatives which have been used to describe this 

masterpiece of Western art turned out to be true and it took one’s breath 

away. 


The last day of the great visit started early with many people attending 
the Pontifical Mass at Saint Peter’s Basilica. This proved to be an inspiring 
and memorable experience. The next item on the agenda was the 
Swearing-in Ceremony which took place at 4 PM on the steps of St. Peter’s 
Basilica in St Peter's Square. The Square was packed with spectators with 
seats reserved for those with passes. The Swiss Army Concert Band and the 
Regimental Band of the HAC positioned themselves to the left and right 
of the Basilica and entertained the concourse. Now it was time for the 
Company of Pikemen and Musketeers to make their entrance. This they 
did in three ranks and with great aplomb with drums beating and their 
standard flying. It had been a long time since Pikemen had been seen in 
St Peter’s Square. After the Pikemen came a procession led by the AHAC 
Honor Guard of the Governor of Massachusetts in their smart dark blue 
uniforms. Behind them strode detachments of the Guardia Real from ; 
Madrid, Grenadiers Fribourgeois from the Catholic Canton of Fribourg 
Switzerland and some modern Italian Army units. Then finally in marched 
the Swiss Guard and their band looking resplendent in their yellow, red 
and blue uniforms. The ceremony of swearing in no less than 33 recruits 
took some time but finally all was done. The Swiss Guard marched off 
to return to their barracks followed by the remaining troops to some 
cheerful music including ‘Colonel Bogey’ in honour of their American 
guests and ~The British Grenadiers’ to keep the HAC happy. Whilst the 
crowd dispersed those with passes made their way to Castel Sant'Angelo 
which was less than a mile away to attend a party. After touring the castle 
(it had originally been Emperor Hadrian's tomb) guests were able to 
wander round the moat and grounds. Such was the size of these groun 
that they easily accommodated the 2,000 guests who were entertained 
by bands, flag throwers, and drummers. Food and liquid refreshments 
were taken from a wide range tents dispensing Swiss beers and wines and 
food. Like all good parties time rushed by until the Grand Finale came 
in the form of a firework display set to music. The glorious music of 
Handel’s Messiah, sung in English and the thumping sensuous rhythms 
of Carl Orff’s Carmina Baruna were an ideal accompaniment to such an 
extravagant display of noise and colour. It was perfect end to a marvelous 
day and a unique visit.

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PILGRIMAGE TO ROME 


During the three centuries that the Roman Empire was expanding, 
and the center of the western world was moving from east to west, the 
occupying oops ruled all the shores of the Mediterranean, moving as 
far north as Brittany and the tribal lands of Saxony. As the centurions 
marched to their conquests, they traveled on the highways that were 
hewn from dense forests and filed along a straight road that led to their 
destination. Ilence, in the Empire, quite literally, all roads led to Rome. 

Captain Commanding Paul Morrill offered the company an 
opportunity to participate in a journey to Rome and experience a 
pilgrimage ofa lifetime. The first thing any visitor to the Eternal City 
learns is that one must be selective in choosing among the infinite 
treasures of history. 


Ours was a mission with a special intention. We were to join with our 


fraternal order of the Swiss Guard in a celebration of the Pontificate of 
the recently elevated Pope Benedict the XVI. In the kaleidoscope of our 
visit, each of us was to take home many varied and splendid memories. 
Here, I wish to share just three. 

First, is the magnificence of the Basilica of St. Peter’s rebuilt in the 
16th century by Bramante, Michelangelo and Bernini. The exterior and 
interior include so much Renaissance sculptured magnificence that one’s 
eyes dash from one place to another with a sense of overload. 

We arrived early for the festive Eucharist and were ushered to a 
section of reserved seats in the transept. While watching and waiting, a full 
orchestra and visiting choir sang Beethoven’s “Ode to Joy” as the music 
reverberated or echoed from the vaulted arches, The procession with all 
levels of clergy and ecumenical representatives was thrilling. Especially 
heart warming to see in the vested entrance was our own Chaplain, Fr. ; 
Ed McCabe and good friend in the company, Fr. Dick Craig. Our view of 
Pope Benedict was close and splendid. Later, we gathered with the crowd 
at St. Peter’s Plaza for the Papal blessing. 

Another moment of rapture was a visit to the Sistine Chapel. After 
several years of painstaking restoration, by a Japanese company, the vivid 
hues have been restored to their original brilliance. Centuries of candle 
smoke and air pollutions had dulled the masterpieces of Michelangelo. 

I first visited the Sistine chapel in 1950, a Holy year, while traveling 
alone through much of Europe. What a blessing to return over a half 
century later and to see “The Creator of Adam” with the limp hand 
reaching out to connect with the finger of God in the original colors. 

The third experience was more existential. Bused out on the narrow 
road to the Appian Way, we had lunch ina lovely Roman restaurant, 
and then walked toa nearby entrance to a catacomb. While Christianity 
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was still outlawed before Constantine, converts to the faith met secretly 
in underground grottoes, and were often interned there after death or 
martyrdom. There the Eucharist was celebrated on hand carved altars. 
The site is connected by eleven miles of tunnels where an estimated 
twenty thousand persons were buried. It is a most hallowed Shrine and 
was place to pause in the midst of our mortal journey and reflect upon the 
sign of the Cross on Ash Wednesday. 

Flying home on the plane, each with his or her own thoughts, we 
knew that our road to Rome would be one that we would forever repeat, 
even if only in our memories.

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HOMILY OF ARCHBISHOP JOHN P. FOLEY 


PRESIDENT, PONTIFICAL COUNCIL

My brother and sisters in Christ, among whom I include our brothers 
and sisters of other Christian churches — with a special greeting in God the | 
Father of us all to our older brothers and sisters of the Jewish faith who 
have joined us today: 

It is an honor for all of us here at the Vatican that the members of the 
third oldest military organization in the world would come to pay honor 
to the oldest military organization in the world, the Pontifical Swiss Guard. 

You might ask — is it not unusual that the Catholic Church would | 
celebrate the 500th anniversary of a military organization, the Swiss 
Guard? Why does the head of the Catholic Church have an army? 

In these days, I think that the Swiss Guard can be compared not only 
to an army but also to the Good Shepherd described in the Gospel read in 
today’s liturgy. 

As you know, the Swiss Guard had its origins as a mercenary force | 
recruited to defend Pope Julius Il when that very active pontiff was 
sometimes personally — if not in the most edifying way — involved in 
combat to protect the papal states in central Italy. 

Just twenty-one years after their founding, 147 members of the Swiss 
Guard were called upon to give their lives in defense of Pope Julius’ 
successor, Pope Clement VII, not too far from this very spot against the 
Protestant troops of the Catholic emperor — one of the many paradoxes 
of history. Yesterday was the anniversary of that heroic defense and, as you 
know, it is the day on which new recruits take their oath of allegiance and 
of service in a very impressive and moving ceremony. 

The Swiss Guards are still ready to give their lives in defense of 
the Pope, but ~ as I noted — their duties today are more like those of 
shepherds. 

When I celebrate Mass for the Swiss Guard, I continually remind them 
that they are the most effective ambassadors for the Pope at the Vatican. 
Most of the people who come here see the Pope only at a distance; some 
may have direct contact with personnel in the Vatican Museums or in St. 
Peter’s Basilica; a few may have appointments with officials of the Holy 
See; but almost everyone sees, takes a photo of or speaks with a Swiss 
Guard. 
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In my experience, they find the members of the Swiss Guard kind, 
patient, informative — and, of course, remarkably colorful. They are 
good, representative young men — and they make an enormously positive 
impression on visitors to the Vatican. 

One of their special feast days is that of St. Sebastian, the martyr you 
see depicted with many arrows in his body. I told members of the Swiss 
Guard at a Mass on the most recent feast of St. Sebastian that the arrows 
could be likened to the many questions they receive almost every day 
— such as: how do I get to the Vatican Museums? Where is the Sistine 
Chapel? Where does the Pope live? 

I told them that they have a martyrdom of a thousand questions — 
and they must always show the patience and kindness of Christ himself in 
responding — and I believe that — for the most part — they do. 

Tam very grateful that such a large contingent from Massachusetts has 
come to celebrate with the Swiss Guard. I myself come from Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania, that other center of the American Revolution in which you 
find the Liberty Bell on which is inscribed the theme from the Year of 


Jubilee -— “Proclaim liberty throughout the land”. The Swiss Guard is a 


reminder of the need for religious liberty, the independence of religion 
from the state, a liberty we hold dear in the United States. 


For five hundred years, young men have sworn themselves to the 
service of God and His 


: i TE Church in expressing their willingness even ipie 
in de fense of the visible head of that Church. Thank you for recognizing 
their historic heroism and their present service — and for sharing in the 


celebration of 500 years of a group who are both soldiers and shepherds 
in the service of the Lord.
